‘Tue precise manner in which 
the Berlin Press Bureau works is 
g0 very fully shown in Dr. 
Busch’s revelations that we can 
select, more or less at haphazard, 
but a few examples. In his en- 
trancing pages we listen first to 
the inspiration, watching all the 
time the taking of the shorthand 
notes. We then see their trans- 
cription, the ‘working up" of the 
material, and finally its produc- 
tion, from which, if favourable, 
other articles are ‘‘bred.” ‘Let 
it now be circulated and re- 
produced in the provincial jour- 
nals," is the next command, or 
in the foreign press if desired. 
The strenuous efforts made to 
give these effusions the semblance 
of honest opinion is but the com- 
pliment which “fiction” ever 
pays to truth. Specimens of 
foreign correspondence ‘“‘made in 
Germany” have their humorous 
side. Dr. Busch is directed to 
write a letter, ‘‘as from Paris,” 
and does so, with the result that 
he is mercilessly chaffed by the 
Chancellor. “No Frenchman 
thinks like that!” Another 
similar epistle comes from Rome,

paper which “had no communica 
tion with the Government,” in 
one of the “remote” journals. 
Still another is supposed to be 
the production of an angry old 
Prussian gentleman, “‘very blunt, 
something like this,” and the 
Chancellor dictates. ' Occasionally] 
it happens that instructions are 
misunderstood or forgotten, and 
something appears in a form dif- 
ferent from what was intended. 
Then Prussian discipline comes; 


into play. ‘‘Contrary to instrac- 
tions. ... . editorial staff to be 
warned withdrawal of all 








favours,” and soon. It happen- 
ed that this misfortune once 
befell the trusted Busch himself. 
A certain article got into print 
before the Chancellor had seen 
it. ‘Most unfortunate,” was his 
comment.’ ‘Might have been 
written by one of my worst 
enemies !”” 


Such things, probably, are in- 
evitable where men are writing, 
not from convictions of their own, 
but from what they think will 
please their leader. Besides this, 
the amount of jealousy displayed 
amongst the members of the 
Chancellor's entourage could hard- 
ly fail to cause friction at times. 
One of Dr. Busch’s colleagues is 
referred to as the ‘‘learned 
dwarf,” the “‘little man with the 
swelled head."’ Each knew that, 
gladiator-like, he might be pitted 
against his colleague if the service 
called for it. A typical example 
will show this. One of the staff 
had submitted an already pub- 
ished article for the Chancellor's 
attention. Dr. Busch comments 
thus, ‘‘He thinks it will be some- 
thing new to the Chief. I am, 
however, pretty certain that the 
article has been written at his 
(the chief's) suggestion. I have 
myself on one occasion launched 
something of the kind against 
Augusta."’ Augusta was the 
then Queen of Prussia and Ger- 
man Empress! She was not the 
only high-placed lady to suffer 
detraction from the scurrilous 
pens of the reptile press. ‘The 
Englishwoman,” mother of the 
present Emperor, did so again 
and again. So did Victoria, 
Queen of England. Tt was an 
article of this kind that was 
ordered to be reproduced in some 
“low outside print.” Occasion- 
ally reference is made to an editor 
with backbone enough to stand 
his ground. One such was the 
chief of the “‘Kreuzzeitung’”’ who 
boldly took his own course. ‘The 
‘Kreuzzeitunq’,” he said, “‘is 
older than Bismarck, and will 
it longer than his government. 
But the lot of the fiction writer 
sometimes necessitated the eating 
of very humble pie. Dr. Busch 
y saw in the columns of a 
formed” journal a vigo- 
rous denunciation of one of his 
own articles. ‘‘The Imperial 
Chancellor,”’ it said, “is most 
indignant at the notorious article 
slandering the Empress Victoria, 
and has given expression to his 
condemnation in very _ strong 
terms.”” As a matter of fact, the 
article by Dr. Busch was one of 
several which the Chancellor had 
himself inspired! The long- 
suffering doctor's _acquiescent 
comment that follows is remark- 
able. “‘Well-informed?” he mus- 
es. ‘Possibly, indeed probably. 




















A disclaimer? Why not? Quite 
in order! Tempora mutantur? 
But I shall never change toward 
him, nor doubtless he to me.””

This was but an uncommon 
example of the constant care 
taken to hide as far as possible 
the origin of the fictions of the 
press bureau. Neither the in- 
spirers nor the writers seem to 
have cared over-much respecti 
the abstract truth of what was 
written. It was the semblance 
of truth they aimed at, uncon- 
sciously paying that compliment 
to the real thing that Falsehood 
has ever done since the time 
when, as the classic story tella 
it, she caught Truth bathing and 
ran off with her clothes. Only 
once is Dr. Busch really troubled 
over such a matter. On p. 80, 
Vol. IIT, may be found the oc 
casion. ‘The Chancellor had told 
him something which Busch re- 
peated to his colleague, Bucher, 
who replies, ‘Well then, he lied 
to you in that matter!"’ Bucher 
likewise denounced as “‘a lie” 9 
statement of the Prince which 
he quoted. ‘This seems to have 
been too much even for the easy- 
going doctor, for on the very next 
page of his diary we read, “I 
shall now take care‘to get away 
from Berlin as soon as I can, and 
thus avoid further risk of hearing 
and circulating Gntruths from the 
Chief's mouth.” The shock, 
however, soon wore off, for no 
more than a fortnight had elaps- 
ed before we find communication 
between Chancellor and writer 
resumed. One more example of 
the tortuons methods of the 
fiction factory, and we close our 
record. In i888 the diary of the 
Emperor Frederick was given to 
the world, ‘I reviewed it,” 
says Dr. Busch, ‘tin No. 40 of 
the ‘'Grenzboten," without hav- 
ing any doubt as to its being in 
the main genuine." Shortly 
after he was sent for to Fried- 
richsruhe to consult with the 
Chancellor on the matter. ‘‘I 
myself consider the diary even 
more genuine than you do,” said 
Bismarck. But the present 
Emperor was ‘quite in a rage 
and wishes to bave strong mea- 
sures taken against the publica- 
tion.” What was to be done? 
The factory was equal to the task. 
“We must first treat it as a for- 
gery,” said the Chancellor. As 
a forgery it was treated. And the 
two augurs looked at each other.

QUESNOY AND LE 
QUESNOY. 

A correspondent is in difficult’ +s) 
over & recent telegram 
stating that ‘we have advanced 
between Arras and the Oise to the 
eastwards of Quesnoy.” He finds 
the latter place not far west of 
Manbeuge, and very naturally asks 
why, if the Allies have got to the 
east of this point, we have heard 
nothing of their passage through 
such an important town as Cambrai 
which they must have taken first. 
As other readers may bein the same 
difficulty, the explanation is worth 
giving publicly. There are two 
places, Le Quesnoy, not far from 
Manbeuge; and Quesnoy right up 
in the north of France, very close 
to Lille and Tourcoing, the capture 
of which by the Allies about a fort- 
night ago marked an important 
atage in their advance. This is 
ths town referred to, as frequently 
in recent telegrams. At the same 
time the word ‘‘and” was evidently 
omitted in the quoted 
above, which obviously ought to 
read, “we have advanced between 
Arras and the Oise and to the eaat- 
ward of Quesnoy.” The Oise flows 
considerably further south of Arras: 
than Quesnoy lies to the north of it.

THE NEW FRENCH GUN. 

The account which we receive to- 
day from s very trustworthy source 
of the manner of destruction of the 
new Freach gun is possibly even 
more wonderful than the original 
idea—that it killed by diffusing from 
the exploded shell some particularly 
poisonous vapour. At the same 
time, if men can be stunned by an 
explosion, there appears no reason 
why they may not be stunned 
actually to death. At any rate with 
the amount of testimony now be- 
fore us, it seems quite certain that! 
the French do possess some gun of 
abnormally destructive power. In 
regard to the letter yesterday sign- 
ed ‘‘Incredulous,” the writer objects 
to the statement that Germans were| 
found dead, standing upright, with 
rifles still to the shoulder. We hold 
no brief for the original descrip- 
tion, the source of which we quoted 
in republishing it. But a possible 
explanation is to be found in the 
fact that the men thus said to have 
been discovered were in trenches. 
Would it be impossible for them to 
be leaning against the front of the 
trench in the attitude of taking 
aim, and so supported at all points 
where the muscles would give, a! 
to retain the upright position when 
death took them? 














BOMBS IN CANTON. 


Simultaneously with the publica- 
tion yesterday of our Canton cor- 
respondent's letter dealing with 
recent events in that city, a tele- 
gram reported that thirteen persons 
had been killed by another bomb 
explosion. In spite of the authori- 
ties’ assertions that they are able 
to control the situation, they appear 
to be quite unable to detect the 
authors of these crimes. There have 
been several bomb outrages in Can- 
ton of late, while the country dis- 
triets are in a disturbed state. In 
the east of Kuangtung, it is report 
ed, “the new revolutionary party,” 
to the number of 10,000 men, are 
under arms. At other places the 
rebels are organizing themselves 
into strong bands, while the cofin

try ig over-run by robbers. It is 
not surprising that trade is bad in 
these circumstances. If the report 
that seditious pamphlets are being 
sent to Canton from California is 
true, an appeal for assistance from 
the American authorities would not 
be unavailing. But so long as rob- 
bers and cut-throats are periodically 
taken into Government service and 
the officials so tie their hands thet 
they are unable to take drastic 
action against lawlesmess, there 
must be unrest in the province and 
it will be only a question of degree. 


QUESNOY. 

There are clearly more than two 
places of the name of Quesnoy or 
Le Quesnoy; but the third which 
is evidently the one alluded to in 
the telegram that we ventured to 
emend yesterday is too small to 
be marked on ordinary maps, eveo 
those of great detail. The position 
of this Quesnoy is kindly pointed 
‘out to us by a correspondent who 
quotes in support of his views tele- 
grams of the 6th and 7th instant: 
“The Allies have, progressed east 
of Quesnoy as far as Parvilliers"; 
“We have pushed forward to 
Andechy between Quesnoy and 
Roye.” These three villages lie 
north-west of Roye (where the Ger- 
man front turns from south and 
north to east and west) about four 
or six miles away. Thus an ad- 
vance to them constitutes an im- 
portant step, tending to undercut 
the German position at Roye. 
Lihons, also recently mentioned, lies 
two or three miles north of 
Quesnoy. To recapitulate, there is 
Quesnoy near Lille; Quesnoy near 
Roye ; and Le Quesnoy not far from 
Maubenge. Some maps, a cor 
respondent tells us, spell the latter 
“Le Quesney,” a point which may 
be registered against the day whea 
it comes into the scene of the fight 
ing.

THE NAVAL ACTION OFF

GALLANT FIGHT AGAINST 
opps. 
London, Nov. 7. 
The Admiralty haa received trast 
worthy information concerning the 
action off the coast of Chile on No- 


vember 1. The Good Hope, Mon- 
mouth and Glasgow came up 


with the Scharnhorst, Gnei- 
senau, Leipzig and Dresden. 
The action lasted an hour. Both 


squadrons were steaming south; 
there was a strong wind and a com 
siderable sen.

Early in the action the Good Hope 
and the Monmouth took fire, but 
continued to fight until it was nearly 
dark, when an explosion occurred 00 
the Good Hope, which foundered.

She was 
accompanied by the Glasgow which, 
meanwhile, had fought the Leiptig 
and Dresden. On the enemy 6p 
proaching the wounded Monmouth 
the Glasgow, which was also under 
fire from the armoured cruiser, drew 
off. The enemy then attacked the 
Monmouth with what result is not 
definitely known. . 

The Glasgow was not extensively 
damaged and sustained few cssusl- 
ties. The Canopus and Otranto 
were not engaged in the action. 

Tt appears to the Admiralty thst 
the fight was gallantly con 
but, in the absence of the Canopus 
the enemy had a preponderance 
which was considerable. 

It is reported that a man-of-war 
is ashore on the Chilian coast.

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THE RUSSIAN 
ADVANCE. 
Nov. 7, 

‘Tue announcement in to-day’s 
telegrams that the Russians have 
occupied both Kielce and San- 
domir, and that the Austrians 
have been driven westwards of 
the line denoted by these two 
towns, is one of very great im- 
portance. Sandomir lies on the 
west bank of the Vistula, very 
nearly where the San flows into 
that river, and is consequently a 
position of much value for the 
fighting both in Poland and nor- 
thern Galicia. It also completes 
the Russian line of advance which 
now cuts north-westwards across 
lower Poland very nearly to the 
Silesian border from Sandomir, 
through Kielce, Petrokovo and 
Lask. In respect of this line, 
it seams probable that yester- 
day's message made a slip in 
speaking of fierce fighting on the 
Kielce-Radom line, and that it 
should have said Kielce-Radjische, 
the line indicated the day be- 
fore, and which forms part of the 
line Kielce-Petrokovo,—Radom 
lying a considerable distance to 
the north-eastward. The point, 
however, is not of very great im- 
portance, as with Petroveko, 
Kielce and Opozno (reported oc- 
cupied on November 1) in Ru: 
sian hands, any of the enemy in 
the Radom district are practically 
bound to go before long. In 
surveying the fighting in the 
eastern theatre, the country may. 
be divided into five districts: 
Eastern Prussia, the triangle be- 
tween Tiyck, Augustovo and 
Bakalarjevo, which latter may be 
described as near Suwalki; cen- 
tral Poland, northwards of the ri- 
ver Pilica and southwards of the 
Vistula, which turns westwards 
below Warsaw; southern Poland, 
that is northwards of the Vistula 
where it flows along the frontier 
of Galicia and southwards of the 
Pilica; northern Galicia: and 
southern Galicia, the line of divi- 
sion here being drawn from 
Cracow to Przemysl. 

Looking back on bygone tele- 
grams it is apparent that after 
the occupation of Jaroslav by. the 
Russians and their closing in on 
Przemysl, the Austrian army 
was reformed with German as- 
sistance and a treble combined 
movement was commenced, pos- 
sibly about the end of September, 
when the Russian victory over 
the Germans at Augustovo warn- 
ed the latter that the Russian 
armies were beginning to move 
in real earnest. This movement 








consisted of (1) an assault 
Warsaw in central Poland, 
German troops only; (2) an ad- 
vance on the Vistula in southern 
Poland by Austrians and possibly 
Germans ; (3) a double movement 
through northern and southern 
Galicia, designed to turn the 
Russian positions about Jaroslav 
and Przemysl. Continued refer- 
ences have been made of late to 
the fighting about Sandomir, 
which lies on the edge of the 
Carpathians south-south-east of 
Przemysl. And at present there 
is no definite news of that con- 
flict. What happened to the at- 
tack in central Poland we know 
well. With great skill the Rus- 
sians kept the enemy at bay while 
they flung troops round behind 
Warsaw to Novo Georgievsk and 
then attacked the enemy from 
three side: 
have described how the Ger- 
mans were compelled to retreat, 
through Gombin, Loviez, Lodz, 
Rava and Novomjasto, until the 








Russian front had been pushed as’ 


far as Lask and Petrokovo. 
Southwards of the Pilica, how- 
ever, the advance was more dif- 
ficult, owing to the nature of the 


country, all hills and streams, and 


there is no following the exact 
course of events for the present. 


Suffice it, that the Russians have 


got to Kielce and Sandomir with 
the result to their general forma- 
tion described in the first para- 
graph and the ousting of the 
enemy from above two-thirds of 
Poland. Moreover it is possible 


that the occupation of Sandomir 


will have an injurious effect on 
the position of the Austrians at 
Nisko on the San, where they 
have been fighting very deter 
minedly. Indeed to-day's tele- 
grams suggest as much. - 
Throughout the operations in 
the eastern theatre one cannot 
but be struck by the evident de- 
termination of the Russians to 
keep their whole front uniform. 
Tn August and early September, 
while ‘they were establishing 
themselves in Galicia, they sent 
General Rennenkampf into Eas- 
tern Prussia to keep the Germans 
busy, while their formation was 
proceeding eastwards of the Nie- 
men and the Vistula. Had the 
Germans then hurled themselves 
against Warsaw, the Russian 
campaign might have been badly 
hung up. But they went for 
General Rennenkampf instead— 
perhaps fearing the moral effect 
at home of this invasion of the 
sacred German soil—which was 
precisely what the Russians 
meant them to do. ‘At the end 











Successive telegrams, 
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of September the Russians were 
ready to move, with the result 
that the Germans received a 
severe blow at Augustovo and 
fell back on their frontier. By 
this tte, the German advance 
on Warsaw was developing, and 
the Russians contented them- 
selves with holding their position 
in the East Prussian district 
whilst they dealt first with cen- 
tral, then with southern, Poland, 
the while they maintained a 
steady pressure in Galicia. Now 
once again it seems to be the 
turn of Eastern Prussia, al- 
though in that land of a network 
of lakes it is possible that no 
serious progress will be made 
until the winter frosts come to 
render transport easier. The 
whole campaign might be de- 
scribed as a series of turning 
movements. As Augustovo and 
Warsaw were won by flank at- 
tacks combining with frontal, so 
each sectional advance on this vast 
line from East Prussia through 
Poland te the Carpathians, helps 
to endanger the enemy's position 
on another section. It is a 
thrilling spectacle to watch, a 
tremendous scheme of —manou- 
vring such as the world has never 
seen before.

Three days before those con: 
petent to judge had expected it, 
and just over two months from 
the landing of Japanese troops at 
Tungkow, Tsingtao has fallen.

be found in other lands. It is 
not with these that we now deal, 
but with that other section— 
German and non-German—which 
placed themselves more or less 
unreservedly at the service of the 
Bureau. The volumes before us 
mention by name more than a 
hundred publications, and have 
thousands of references to them 
and the questionable uses to which 
they were put. It is for this, 
reason that we have ventured to 
rename the genial Doctor's frank 
production, and to designate it, 
for present purposes only, a 
“Handbook to the Reptile Press."

In this, the final paragraph of 
an article, all that we can do is 
to introduce some of the more im- 
portant writers that appear in the 
volumes before us, to glance hur- 
riedly at their methods, outline:

The next 
layer were less heavily, subsidized, 
and the next, and the next, till 
the outermost was reached. All 
these had their use. When it 
‘was necessary to compass some 
particularly shady piece of work 
an outside journal would be 
selected for the task. Sometimes 
even a hostile journal could he 
prevailed on to lend itself for the 
purpose, so that a suspicious 
world might be deluded into be- 
lieving that there was natural 
public opinion and not the manu- 
factured article.

MR. LLOYD 
GEORGE’S SPEECH. 
Nov. 11 


Our Tondon correspondent re- 
fers briefly to-day to the great 
speech at the Queen's Hall on 
September 19 with which Mr. 
Lloyd George broke the silence 
that the duties of Chancellorship 
of the Exchequer had imposed on 
him since the beginning of the 
war. It is not a speech which 
Britain's enemies will read with 
any pleasure. For there is no 
man in Britain who wields dead- 
lier powers of oratory, none who 
can inspire himself and his 
audience with more glowing heat 
for the combat than Mr. Lloyd 
George; and never have those 
pewers been used more effectively. 
‘What he had to say may dimly 
be imagined from the following 
sentence: ‘Many a crime has 
been committed in the sacred 
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name of honour. But, all the 
same, national honour is a reality, 
and any nation that disregards it 
is doomed.” Again, we have the 
happy description of the Prussian 
militarist as ‘‘the road hog of 
Enrope'—the over-riding tyrant 
who is in a hurry and tells the 
world to get out of his way or 
take the consequences. ‘‘Rapid- 
ity of action,” said Mr. Lloyd 
George, is the great German as- 
set. ‘There is a greater asset for 
a nation than rapidity of action 
and that is—honest dealing.”

But there are things 
worse than war as Mr. Lloyd 
George shows in burning sen- 
tences and the Empire is with 
im. That is the spirit with 
which the rulers of Germany have 
to reckon, the passionate, 
spontaneous, single-hearted desire 
of a whole nation to vindicate 
liberty against oppression, not 
only while the war lasts but 
when the day comes to talk about 
peace.

THE LAST OF THE 
EMDEN. 

Nov. 12. 


The fuller details now received 
of the destruction of the Emden 
put a much more agreeable light 
upon the ending of our gallant 
enemy's career than did the firet 
brief message. ‘The impression 
that the Emden had accidentally 
run ashore and was found in this 
helpless position by H. M. S. 
Sydney. was not the kind of thing 
from which much glory could be’ 
derived. It was, perhaps, hardly 
probable that a smart commander 
like Captain von Miller, accom- 
| panied as he has been by excel- 
lent navigators, would have becn 
s0 clumsy as accidentally to run 
his ship ashore. But it is satis- 
factory that there should be no 
doubt ‘on the point. Cocos Island 
is. a most important cable station 
—indeed it is curious that it 
should not earlier have attracted 
raiders—and the Emden saw a 
chance of doing work that would 
be quite as valuable as, and far 
less distasteful than, sinking de- 
fenceless merchantmen. — Un- 
luckily for herself she was caught 
by @ commander dmarter than 
her own. The Sydney deserves 
all the congratulations she will 
receive on her brilliant entry into 
the war. She has rid the seas of 
a notable commerce-destroyer, a 
ship that had done mischief out 
of all proportion to her size, and 
residents of the Far East especial- 
ly have cause to be grateful to her. 
The simultaneous penning up of, 
the Kénigsberg—which, it will 
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be recalled, did so much damage 
to H.M.S. Pegasus at Zanzibar— 
is another excellent piece of news 
for British commerce. Let us 
hope that we shall not have to 
wait long for the avenging of 
ther good ships. 

Meanwhile, there is no Briton 
who does not mentally take of 
his hat to Captain von Miller 

‘\ the hope that he may be 
among the survivors of the en- 
gagement, and with pleasure at 
the thought that the Emden was 
lost in such a way as to make her 

vow, that the would 
ship rather than surren- 
der, at least unnecessary. He 
has had a good run for his toney. 
Since he escaped from Tsingtao 
on August 18, slipping round be- 
‘ween the islands of Japan, he 
has sunk or captured — fourteen 
merchant ships and a dredger, 
besides sinking the Jemtchug and 
a French gunboat at Penang, and 
bombarded Madras, a piece of 
bravado probably intended to dis- 
turb public opinion in India, in 
which, however, it proved a 
failure. None the less Captain 
von Miiller was a thorn in the 
side of British commerce. With 
the limited resources of the Bri- 
tish Navy in the Far East his sc- 
tivity was most difficult to check. 
Tt was not the kind of work that 
Captain von Miiller appreciated, 
and thronghout it he has shown & 
marked desire to treat the un- 
happy crews that fell into his 
hands with courtesy and con- 
sideration, rs they have universal- 
lv testified. So at the last the 
Emden has met an honourable 
doom, falling in fair fight to a 
stronger enemy: and while the 
world is the quieter for her de- 
struction, we can think of her 
with all the svmpathy which 
chivalrous and daring foe de- 
serves.

THE WEATHER AND 


STRATEGY. 
Nor. 12, 


Now that winter is rapidly ap- 
proaching, greater attention is at- 
tracted to weather conditions in 
the European theatres of war. 
The universal endeavour to pro- 
vide some cdmfort for the troops 
during the winter is in great 
measure responsible for this, but 
the fighting in Poland has’ par- 
ticularly emphasized the import- 
ant bearing that adverse weather 
has both upon strategical and 
tactical success. The month of 
October is one of heavy rains and 
almost impassable roads in Rus- 
sian Poland, and some critics be- 
lieved that the Russian advance 
would be stayed until the severe 
frosts and the heavy fall of snow 
usually experienced in November’ 
had converted the country into a 
solid mass of ice and snow. What 
happened up to a certain point we 
are left to conjecture. But it is 
officially reported by both sides: 
that immediately prior to and 
during the Battle of Warsaw 
terrific rains fell. When the 
Russians were holding the Vistula. 
and developing the new attack 
which gave them such a brilliant 
victory, the troops marched to- 
wards Novo Georgievsk ‘‘in cease- 
less rain and over extremely bad 
roads,"’ and through valleys that 
had become “real marshes."’ This 
achievement speaks volumes for 
the enthusiasm and physical en- 
durance of the Russian soldier, 
who was thus able to strike a 
powerful blow at an enemy who 
was literally floundering in the 
mire. But the weather is indis- 
criminate in giving advantages or 
disadvantages to combatants. 
Hence we find that a dense fog 
greatly hastened the fall of 
Namur by enabling the Germans 
to place their siege guns in an 
advantageons position without 
danger to themselves. The per- 
sistent, drenching rains that fell 
during the early stages of the 
battle of the Aisne impeded the 
movements of artillery, as well 
as other operations, and the 
strategy of the opposing com- 
manders had to ba materially 
modified. Nevertheless the Allies 
pushed forward their left wing 
under trving weather conditions. 
Floods in Shantung and heavy 
weather at sea delayed the 
operations against_—‘Tsingtao. 
The war has Insted long enough 
for the troops to experience great 
discomfort. Prior to the rains in 
France the armies suffered from 

















oppressive heat; yesterday it was 
reported that operations were 
hindered by fog. At sea, heavy 
weather and dense fogs have 
favoured both sides; but the 
British are getting the benefit of 
hard work, whereas the Germans, 
if they do dare to come out of 
their ports, will face the wintry 
weather at a disadvantage after 
being coddled up in smooth 
waters. 


An American army officer re- 
cently complained to the “New 
York Times’’ that information 
with regard to weather conditions 
was sadly deficient. He asserted 
that to army officers “‘the daily 
temperature, rainfall, direction 
and velocity of the wind, in all 
parts of the theatre of war, are 
of an importance and interest sur- 
passing columns of material 
regarding skirmishes, reconnaiss- 
ances ete." Such data, if careful- 
ly recorded day by day, he said, 
would become of permanent his- 
torical value. But the layman, 
as arule, is content with less pre- 
cise detail. He is aware that fogs 
allow an enemy to approach or 
escape at sea, that they hinder 
operations and conceal movements. 
on land, and that frost and snow 
are infinitely to be preferred to 
oppressive heat or pelting rains. 
But, inasmuch as military science 
has by no means rendered armies 
less susceptible to the effects of 
the elements, and the introduc- 
tion of motor vehicles has facilitat- 
ed the transportation of heavy 
artillery, the results of heavy 
rains or a fall of snow provide 
proportionately big obstacles tio 
modern strategical operations. 
The deadliness of modern ord- 
nance, as well as the use of 
searchlights and aeronautical fire 
control, make it imperative to 
keep troops under cover to a far 
greater extent than was ons? the 
case, and in this respect a fog, or 
even heavy rain or snow, furnish- 
es an ideal cover which may re- 
tard, but not completely hinder, 
mobility. Moreover, beside these 
and other physical effects of the 
weather upon military operations, 
the physiological and psychological 
effects of weather upon fighting 
‘men are still much the same 1s 
they were a thousand years ago. 
Tt is, therefore, evident that the 
modern commander must reckon 
with the weather in making his 
plans. If a hody of troops is to! 
be moved from one point to an- 
other, a heavy rain may make a 
difference of hours or days in the 
time required for this mancenvre. 
An aerial reconnaissance that is 
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most desirable at a certain junc- 
ture, may be prevented by a gale: 
a body of water that one day 
offers an impassable barrier to the 
enemy may become a practicable 
highway of ice. Hence a com- 
petent meteorological is a necessity 
to the headquarters staff of an 
army. When the history of the 
present conflict is written it will 
be extremely interesting to see 
what part scientific weather pre- 
diction has played in the strategy 
of the belligerents.

all such subscriptions in accordance 
with the contributors’ wishes All 
subscriptions received from mem- 
bers who did not define which 
fund they wish to subscribe to, would 
be devoted to the Shanghai Relief 
Fund.

NATIONAL COMPANIES. 

The letter which we published 
yesterday signed “‘An Englishman,” 
protesting against the Council's 
ruling on the subject of national 
companies in the Shanghai 
Volunteer Corps will not, we trust, 
be left unsupported by others who 
feel as he does.

“the idea of national companies is! 
an effective recruiting agency” 
why not make use of it to the 
fullest possible extent! If it tends 
to cleavage in the solidarity of the 
Corps, why have ever permitted it 
to exist? In point of fact, of course, 
if there is to be any cleavage in the| 
Corps, it will not come from the 
British side. And if it does come, 
then the stronger the British section 
cas be made the better for the 
maintenance of authority in 
Shanghai. And to expand what 
our correspondent says, is it fair 
or just to accept a Scottish 
Company, an Austrian and a 
Scandinavian, and to prevent the 
English, Welsh, Irish and Colo- 
nials from forming companies of 
their own? In short, the logic of 
‘the ruling is as bad as we trust its 
effects may not be on the work of re- 
cruiting for the Corps. The only 
explanation possible is the old one 
to which we alluded the other day, 
that anyone may call himself or 
the enterprise in which he is in- 
terested by the name of his country 
except « British subject. That may 
be showing a proper spirit of 
modesty in normal times. In times 
like the present it will be described 
by most people in much terser and 
less printable language.

The exact purpose of the protest 
of certain Chinese gentry and mer- 
chants against the extension of the 
Settlement, which we reproduce to- 
day from the Chinese Press, is not 
clear. Except that the actual rati- 
fication of the bargain is postponed 
‘on account of the war, the extension 
is practically settled, as announced 
in these columns several days a: 
All the old stories, of course, are 
reproduced together with some new 
ones. Again we must point out 
that the Shanghai-Nanking Railway 
remains ay much in Chinese ter- 
ritory as ever; it is merely men- 
tioned as constituting a naturel 
boundary line: also, that it has 
never been sought to include either 
Woosung or its railway in the 
Foreign Settlement. The story’ 
that the Chinese are in dismay over 
the bargain struck with the French 
is, of course, exactly the reverse of 
truth. Really they are much pleas- 
ed with what they have got, The! 
allusion to Turkey and the capitu- 
lations is interesting. Certainly 
Turkey might be an example to 
certain people in China, but not in 
the senso meant by the protestants. 
Tet them wait and see what good 
Turkey is going to get from listen- 
ing to German dictation, Mean- 
while their protests are interesting 
as an indication of some obscure 
‘agitation on behalf of unknown in- 
‘erests, but rather childish,

THE CARDINAL FACT. 

Lord Kitchener found time to 
attend the Guildhall Banquet on the 
Lord Mayor's show day because be 
had a message for the nation. He 
desired that every British citizen 
should understand that the Empire 
is fighting for its existence.“ Only 
from a clear conception of the vast 
importance of the issue at stake can 
come that great national moral im- 
pulse without which Governments, 
war ministers, even armies an 
names, can do little.” These are 
the words of a soldier who, after a 
very strenuous life in the ser 
of his country, has-assumed a very 
great burden at a time of national 
danger and is working day and 
night to achieve success for his 
country. It may possibly be 
thought that Lord Kitchener's in- 
sistence on this cardinal fact is not 
necessary in view of the ready re- 
sponse to his call for men and 
money. But the apparent ease 
with which the almost impossible 
has been done has its dangers. The 
Expeditionary Force and the Grand 
Fleet were despatched without the 
usual pomp and ceremony. Lord 
Kitchener called for yolunteere and 
they were forthcoming; he asked 
for a second new army and in a few 








weeks the requisite forces were in 
training. 
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ions and the Indian Empire there 
was keen competition for places in 
the ranks of the active service 
troops. But Lord Kitchener for- 
cibly reminds us that we must not 
shirk our individual burdens because 
the demands so far made have been 
met. Every Briton must realize the 
importance of the issue at stake and 
his personal responsibility in the 
attainment of success. 








“THE BATTLE OF 
YARMOUTH ?” 


A correspondent writes :—“ Can 
you not give us, in to-morrow's 
paper, some enlightenment in regard 
to the naval battle of Yarmouth 1” 
Not much, we regret to say, for by 
German reports, the only ones that 
have mentioned Yarmouth, it 
sounds interesting. Here are some 
suggestive facts, however. On No- 
vember 3 the Press Bureau 
nounced that the submarine D. 5 
had been lost by coming in con* 
tact with a mine dropped by the 
last of some German cruisers which 
were retreating out of the North 
Sea to avoid an action, On No- 
vember 4 a “telegram” to the 
“ Ostasiatischer Lloyd” from San 
Francisco said that the British sub- 
marine G. 5 had been sunk by Ger- 
man cruisers near Yarmouth in the 
Isle of Wight. Observe the differ- 
ence of Vetter, but identity of sound 
and number. Observe also that this 
report gathered volume and colour 
‘as the days went by. The locality 
seems to have changed from Yar- 
mouth, Isle of Wight, to Yarmouth 
on the east coast. Then we were 
told that one or other of these Yar- 
mouths had been bombarded. Also 
that the German press was 
stirred by the fact of the English 
coast being attacked for the firet 
time in hundreds of years. But 
still nothing more than the sub- 
marine D. 5 or G. 5 could be 
claimed—possibly because 
London Press Bureau had most 
ungenerously refused to provide the

JAPANESE NAVAL 
CADETS IN 
SHANGHAI. 


THE TRAINING SHIP TAISEI 
MARU. 
The Japanese training ship, 
Taisei Maru, arrived in Shanghai 
early on the 3rd instant after a 
thrve months’ cruise on the coast 
of Japan and in the China fen, 
and is now lying in No. 9 section 
of the harbour. The veseel is 
manned by twelve officers, 123 
cadets and ‘a crew of thirty-nine 
men, and left Tokio on August 29. 
After visiting Vladivostok and 
Nagasaki, she sailed for Shanghai 
on October 29. 
The vessel is a four-masted bar- 
que, with auxiliery engines and 














twin screwa The sails were used 
‘all the way along the coast of 
Japan and across the China Sea, 
until sighting the Saddle Islands. 
She was built in 1904 by the 
Kawasaki Dockyard Co., Ld., and 
is & fine steel vessel, being 270 ft. 
Jong, 44 ft. in breadth, and 98 tt 
in depth, with a gross ton- 
Saas of 2,298. 


‘This is the nineteenth cruise 
which the ship has made, the pre- 
vious ones being to San Francisco, 
San Pedro, San Diego, ete., Val- 
paraiso, Coquinbo, Rio de Janeiro, 
Melbourne, Sydney, Brisbane, Free- 
mantle, Capetown, and St, Helena, 
She has made two trips round the 
world, in her sixth and eighth 
cruises respectively, spending 
eleven months on the former and 
sixteen months on the latter. 


‘The vessel belongs to the Nau- 
tical College of Tokio, and all the 
officers are graduates of that Gov- 
ernment institution. She has two 
complete decks, a full poop, 'mid- 
ship house and top-gallart f'c’ale 
and has accommodation for  thir- 
teen officers, 130 students and a 
crew of fifty-four. The ship has 
also a double bottom and deep bal- 
last tanks. On the upper deck is 
a steel house arranged as a library, 
reading room, etc. She carries two 
sets of sails and four 98 ft. life- 
boats, one 28 ft. steam cutter, one 
gig and two sft. Japanes> sam- 
pans. ‘The dynamos,  clectric 
machinery, motors, steam steering 
gear and a refrigerating plant are 
parts of the fine equipment, 


‘The Work of the Cadets. 

‘The complement of cadets con 
sists of four classes, and all the 
young men are being trained in the 
highest branches of the mercantile 
marine. The students are serving 
for a period of two years, having 
already spent two and a half years 
at the Nautical College in Tokio.

ANOTHER REMARKABLE 
PROTEST TO AUTHORITIES 


THE EXAMPLE OF TURKEY. 

On November 6, says the Chinese 
press, Messrs, Ying Chi-seng, Chien 
Jui-chi, and others, gentry and mer- 
chants of various descriptions, ad- 
dressed the following joint petition 
to Admiral Tseng the Military 
Governor, and Mr. Yang, the Shang- 
hai Taoyin, on the subject of the 
Settlement Extension to Chapei 

“With reference to the question 
of extending the Settlement to 
Chapel we had previously addrossed 
a joint petition to you, asking that 
fa strong protest be made against 
the demand. 

“As the former petition did not 
fully describe the dangerous con- 
sequences of granting such an exten- 
sion, we now make bold to address 
a further petition to you, giving 
fuller details. 


Railway and Woosung. 
“Chapei is a protection to 
Shanghai-Nanking Railway and is of 
serious importance to military move- 
ments and trade. Upon looking at 
the foreigners’ map, it shows that 

* the proposed extension is to include 
three districts in Chapei, and the 
Woosung-Shanghai, and Shanghai- 
Nanking Railways are to be the 
boundary. Judging by their plan, 
they wish to usurp the rights of 
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our railway and business centre, 
and they also covet Woosung in 
order to encroach upon our rights 
of navigation. The treachery of 
their heart and the wickedness of 
their scheme is known to everyone. 
How is it that both the Government 
and the people have been’ so sub- 
missive and apathetic that no pro- 
test has yet been made? If the 
business place is lost, where can the 
Chinese make their living; if the ex- 


the| tension is made close to the railway 


line, how can the troops be mobiliz- 
ed in future; and if the Woosung 
harbour is taken, all shield will be 
gone, how can a nation then re- 
main? For this reason it is ab- 
solutely impossible to yield to the 
demand. 





The Example of Tsingtao. 

“Take Tsingtao as an example. 
It ie only a amall German Conces- 
sion and not really their territory, 
with only several thousands of Ger- 
mans to stand against several tens 
of thousands of Japanese. The Ger- 
mans are resolved to die in defend- 
ing the place for they are unwilli 
to yield up the place when alive. 
From this we know that the land is 
so valuable that it cannot be given 
to others easily. Is it a fact that 
our 400,000,000 people cannot com- 
pare with only several thousands of 
Germans, and are they inferior even 
to the Turks? Turkey is equally an 
poor and weak as our nation and 
their territory is as encroached upon 
by the Powers as ours, but at this 
war time, sho resolutely can- 
celled the “ Capitulations.” Judg- 
ing by this, our Government and 
our people are truly inferior to 
Turkey. Having been unable to re- 
store our lost land, we must give 
further concession to others! How 
lamentable this state of affairs is! 


A Warning from the Past. 

“In short, as the matter concerns 
territory and as diplomatic dealings 
are difficult, no persons other than 
those who have handled the ques- 
ion can understand the details, and 
those who have already suffered, 
can understand the danger. Former- 
ly the Manchu Government. made 
Hung Chun Envoy to Russia to de- 
fine boundary lines with the Rus- 
sians, and in uttering one word, 
several thousand li of land were 
lost. ‘This is considered a very pitiful 
and fearful deed even up to the pre- 
sent time. Recently the Frenchmen 
demanded an extension and it was 
easily given to them. Until actual 
steps wore taken to mark the bound- 
dary line and survey the extended 
place, it was not found out that a 
large tract of land had been lost. 
The indignation of the merchants 
and the regret of the officials have 
come too late. As the propored 
extension concerns us very intimate- 
ly, we dare not fail to explain this 
to yon and to protest rea’ 
extension. We hereby iny 
Governor and the Taoyin to mak 
personal inspection at the place 
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concerned, so that care may be tak- 
en at the beginning, to avoid regret 
in future, 


Reason and Law. 

During the reign of Emperor 
Kuang Hei, Viceroy Liu Kung of 
Liangkiang granted an extension of 
the Settlement, and at that time be 
signed a treaty with the Municipal 
Council, in which it was stipulated 
that no further extension would be 
ever made. The treaty and the 
boundary stones are still there, 
which stand as irrefutable iron proof 
(the boundary marks are made of 
iron) and with which strong pro- 
test. can be made, and although 
foreigners are stubborn, they can 
scarcely ignore reason and lew. 
There is no other place like 
Yingziangkung where police jurit- 
dictions are so mixed up. The 
Municipal Council now intend to 
exchange « small place for a large 
one, whereby they wish to snatch 
the three districts from us. Far 
better it would be to give them half 
of Yingziangkong as their police 
authority has already penetrated 
therein, than to surrender our three 
districts in Ohapei. If the police 
authority is not clearly defined, then 
as surely as to-day they are using 
this asa pretext to demand our 
Chapei, they will demand our Nan- 
tao upon the same pretext another 
day"

will be issued over a year. Every 
third year from the date of issue 
the principal will be repaid to bond- 
holders: but the principal of the 
bonds that obtain prizes will not

firms has been appointed to liquidate 
one or more German buisness on a 
basis of 2} per cent. on the total 
assets realized. An amended ordin- 
ance is to be introduced in the 
Legislative Council which, among 
other things, will make the liquida- 
tors’ expenses and remuneration a 
prior claim over every other liabil- 
ity. The Bill declares it to be an 
offence to refuse to hand over keys, 
account books, ete., to the liquida- 
tor, or to obstract him in taking 
over the alien enemy’s premises. It 
is also expressly prohibited to pay 
any money or part with any property 
whatsoever without the permission 
of the Governor to or for the benefit 
of any alien enemy whether such 
alien enemy be within or without the 
Colony. 

The liquidation is not to be a 
forced one, so that the duties under- 
taken by some of the liquidators 
may extend over a considerable 
period of time. 





GERMAN REFUGEES 
FROM HONGKONG. 


DETENTION OF MEN OF 
MILITARY AGE. 


CONDITIONS IN THE 
COLONY. 

‘As the result of an order issued 
some days ago by Sir Henry May, 
Governor of Hongkong, some sixty 
or seventy Germans, mostly women 


and children, arrived in Shanghai A. 


by the P.M.S. Manchuria on Satur- 
day morning. The order instruct- 
ing them to leave the Crown Colony 
was given, ‘we understand, on 
October 28, and was to have expired 
on the following Sunday at noon, 
but in view of the near departure 
of the Manchuria an extension until 
the 4th instant was conceded, on 
which day the vessel sailed. The 
tender Alexandra met the Manchu- 
ria on Saturday, and on it were two 
lor three friends who had risen early 
to give the first welcome to the ar- 
riving families. Later in the morn- 
ing, when the launch arrived at the 
Customs jetty, they were met by a 
large number of German and Aus- 
trinn residents. 

The Government of Hongkong, we 
understand, gave all possible assis- 
tanoe to those about to leave, and 
tho passengers spoke gratefully of 
the help they had received. Many 
of those who arrived here were heads 
of large German firms and business 
houses, which have now been liqui- 
dated, some at considerable loss, 
owing to the short time in which 
they have had to make arrange- 
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mente, The party which arri 
ed on Saturday by no means 
consisted of all the Germans 
Hongkong, for we were told that all 
the men whose ages were between 
17 and 44, that is, those who were 
of military age, had been detained 
and placed in a camp at Hunghom, 
which is on the mainland opposite 
Stonecutters’ Island. The camp is 
a strictly military one, and is guard- 
ed by men of the 4th Punjabis. 
The camp is surrounded by barbed 
wire 


‘The Work of the Volunteers. 


In conversation with « passenger 
on the Manchuria, it was learned 
that life in Hongkong is very quiet. 
Practically all the soldiers have lett, 
but the Volunteers are doing ex- 
ceptionally good work, and no fear 
is entertained of any kind of 
trouble. The New Territory is well 
guarded by Indian soldiers who 
have camps in many of the streets 
of the villages, Boy Scouts are 
being used as messengers. With re- 
gard to shipping, the strictest ob- 
servance of all vessels coming and 
going is kept. The Green Island 
entrance is closed, and all arrivals 
and departures are made by way of 
Lyemun pass. This is very strongly 
fortified, and two torpedo-boat 
destroyers and one submarine are 
constantly in attendance. Ves. 
sels have to give almost the 
exact time at which they in- 
tend to pass through Lyemun, and 
“if they are even five minutes late,” 
said our informant, “off goes a 
gun.” The Volunteers parade the 
streets of the Colony in a body 
every Friday afternoon, and they 
have assumed the réle of “‘regulare’” 
with commendable spirit.

BOMB THROWING 
IN CANTON. 


GAMBLING IN THE NAME OF 
CHARITY. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 
Canton, Oct. 29. 
The excitement in Canton on 
Tuesday evening about 9 o'clock, on 
the eastern part of the bund, which 
wos. densely) crowded, was as great 
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as when some three years ago, a 
bomb scattered the life of the newly 
appointed Tartar General, as: he 
landed from the steamer, on the 
eve of taking over the seals of 
office in Kuangtung. It is extreme- 
ly hard to get at the real motive 
for the outrage on Tuesday even- 
ing, for the officials have told the 
newspapers to say nothing beyond 
the barest possible facts.

The time of the outrage was 
about quarter to nine in the even- 
ing. It was a beautiful evening, 
with a half moon shining on the 
city, and, as the air was cool after 
a rather hot day for this time of 
the year, large numbers of people 
of both sexes were out promenading. 
the bund. On this account the 
death roll is much larger than it 
otherwise would have been. 
explosion was terrific, but 
threw the bomb it is ‘difficult to 
make out. It is said that five men, 
well dressed, alightrd from chairs 
2 few moments before the explosion 
happened, and paid off the chair 
coolies. Directly the explosion had 
occurred, the five men disappeared, 
and have not since been seen, Mean- 
while, because the bund was throng- 
ed, the death roll was heavy. It

is believed that sixteen were killed 
on the spot. Twenty-four were 
wounded more or less severely, 


though some of them not dangerous- 
ly. Some of those who wore killed 
were defaced beyond all possible re- 
cognition. 

To get at the motive for the out- 
rage, seems hopeless. No siifficient 
reasons are forthcoming, least of 
all the reasons supplied by the offi- 
cials themselves. They affirm that 
there is no political meaning in the 
outrage, but say that the bomb was 
thrown by desperadoes who hoped 
to rob in the following confusion. 
This is, however, generally regard- 
ed as a mere excuse. On the other 
hand in the houses before which the: 
bomb wag thrown, on this particular 
evening, several of the officials were 
gathered, and it seems certain that 
the object of those who threw the 
bomb was to wreck this particular 
building. If so, it failed. 

‘The officials naturally want the 
people to believe that the outrage 
has no political significance. But 
there have been persistent rumours 
lately, and the extra care of the 
officials seems to indicate that these 
rumours cannot be wholly  disre- 
garded, and there is every pro- 
bability, that in some way this 
outrage is connected with the pre 
sent unrest. Several arrests have! 
been made but with no known re- 
sult. 


Gambling and the Confucian 
Church. 














A note in the last copy of the 
“North-China Herald” stated that 
the Government has been induced to 
licence gambling. This message 








seems a little premature. On the 
other hand that many forces are 
working towards this end seems 
certain. A large number of people 
combined after the heavy floods last 
summer, and arranged — some 
peculiarly Chinese sweepstakes, a 
certain percentage of the profits to 
be devoted to the funds. The modus 
operandi was too Chinese for the 
ordinary European to master un- 
less he could devote a day or two! 
to the exclusive study of it, which 
time I was unable to spare. Any- 
way, notwithstanding the avowed 
opposition of the Government to 
gambling at present, or announced 
opposition, this society evidently 
got upon its feet and has manag- 
ed to subsist to this hour. I know 
that gambling transactions of somo 
magnitude are on foot, and, there- 
fore, Government opposition does 





The|not appear to be very effective. 


One is glad to see that the Con- 
fucian Society, in one of the large! 
country towns, has taken up the 
matter vigorously, and has appeal- 
ed to the central authority, and 
asked that this partioular species 
of gambling be suppressed. The 
manifesto states, in very strong 
language, that all gambling is a 
nuisance, interferes with healthy 
business; is opposed to Confucian 
morality. It further states that this 
particular gambling society is a 
fraud of the worst type, for wl 
it professes to assist those in dis- 
tress, it does nothing of the kind, 
and is simply designed to fill -ts 
promoters’ pockets.

PARTIES IN PEKING. 


From Our Chinese Correspondent. 


Peking, Nov. 

In addition to the recent ex» ution 
‘of the late Governor Wang Caih- 
hsin for receiving bribes, the Pre- 
sident has sanctioned the impriso:s- 
ment of Major-General Yao Chieh- 
hsun, Inte Chief Staff Officer of the 
Peking Patrolling Force, for twelve 
years, with deprivation of his public 
rights for life, because, in his offici- 
al capaicty, he issued passports to 
his men to smuggle opium from 
Kalgan into Peking under the cover 
of purchasing Mongolian horses. 
‘The man who smuggled opium for 
‘Yao has been sentenced to death by 
the Martial Court as he illegally 
used two of the convicted officer's 
soldiers as an escort. 





Chung Yin was Chinese Resident 
at Lhasa, Tibet, in 1911-12 and re- 
turned to Peking, vid India, after the 
disbandment of the Chinese garrison 
there. This Manchu official has 
been accused by the son of the late 
Lo Chung-chieh, Senior Councillor 
to the Residentcy, who was murder- 
ed by Chung’s bodyguards during 
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the confusion, while he is also 
cused of extorting money from his 
officers and soldiers and ill-treating 
certain Tibetans, thus incurring the 
intense hatred of the Tibetan people, 
‘ete. Chung will be tried by a special 
court of officials and in order to set 
a good example to Chinese Resi- 
dents and other officials abroad, he 
will surely meet the same fate as 
Wang Chib-hsin if his charges are 
proved. President Yuan believes 
that the Mongolians of 
Mongolia and s portion of the 
Tibetans who now hate Chinese 
adi istration have been to a great 
extent actuated by the illegal and 
atrocious actions of high officers of 
the defunct Manchu Court in the 
two countries. 














In the September issue of the 
“World Power of Japan” published 
in Tokio, a noted Japanese politic- 
an says that, in order to preserve 
the independence and integrity of 
China for the development of Japan- 
ese interests and the keeping off of 
Western influence, it is absolutely 
necessary for the two neighbouring 
countries to conclude an_ offensive 
and defensive alliance. The writer 
suggests that for every four Chinese 
there should be one Japanese soldier. 
In this way, he believes the Asiatics 
of Eastern Asia can beat any force

Now, on account 
of the promulgation of the Organ- 
ization and Election Laws of the 
Lifayuan (House of Legislature) the 
members of the three political part- 
ies Chinputang, Kunghotang and 
Kungmintang are showing activity 
day by day, especially Liang Chi- 
chao, Wang Yi-tang and others who 
hold important positions in the 
Central Government. 
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‘The members of the Kunghotang 
or Republican Party, and Kungmin- 
tang or People's Party will surely 
occupy an important position in the 
future Lifayuan which will make its 
appearance early next year and they

JAPAN’S COAL 
EMBARGO. 


MANILA’S BUNKERS AND 
GERMAN MEN-OF-WAR. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 
Manila, Oct. 18. 

As a result of the strenuous nego- 
tiations that have been going on be- 
tween the Manila Railroad Com- 
pany, the Governor-General and the 
‘Japanese Government, the latter has 
very courteously agreed to waive its 
demand for a cash deposit on 6,000 
tons of coal ordered from Japan by 
the Railroad Company. The coal in 
question was ordered two weeks 
ago, but had been held up on ac- 
count of the cash bond demanded, 
which is twice the amount of the 
porchase pric>_of the fuel. 
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It is now stated that the coal 
would be shipped here from Moji n 
the Norwegian str. Titania. This 
would have been done before, 
had not the Tokio Government in- 
sisted on compliance with the spe- 
cial new coal regulations, which 
provide that no coal from Japan 
shall be shipped to any port south of 
Hongkong without the deposit of a 
heavy cash bond as a guarantee that 
the fuel is for consumption at the 
port of destination and not to be 
re-exported. 

In spite of the Railroad Com- 
pany’s assurances that the coal was 
for their own use, the Japanese 
authorities were adamant. They re- 
quired the assurances of Governor- 
General Harrison that the word of 
the Railway Company was to be 
trusted, before they would deviate 
from ‘the new regulations. On 
Thursday, however, the Japanese 
Consul-General called on Mr. Har- 
rison and told him that in this par- 
ticular case an exception would be 
made and the coal could be shipped 
at once. 


It looks as if there will not be any 
more opportunities for German 
ships in Manila Bay loading up with 
coal, and then slipping out for un- 
known destinations. 





‘The Civil Service. 

The removal of all American em- 
ployees of the Government from 
civil service standing and their re- 





engagement under contracts cover- 
ing a period of years are the prin- 
cipal features of a Bill to be intro- 
duced at the coming session of the 
Philippine Legislature, the measure 
being designed to provide for a sys- 
tem of painless Filipinization 
throughout the Philippine servi 

The measure has the full approval 
of Senor Manuel Quezon, resident 
commissioner at Washington, as 
well as the majority of leading 
Filipinos in government circles. 

The opinion of supporters of the 
measure is that, while they are in 
favour of rapid Filipinization, they 
desire that American employees 
should feel that justice is being done 
them. 

In conversation with some of the 
Bill’s supporters, I find that the in- 
tention is to make payments to em- 
ployees, whose contracts are sum: 
marily ‘terminated, upon a fixed 
schedule, whereby a liberal percent- 
age of the full salary which would 
have been earned under the terms 
of the contract will be commuted 
upon separation from the service. 

‘The intention is to engage the 
present American employees under 
contracts varying from threo to five 
years, subject to renewal if condi- 
tions should warrant it. The effect 
of the law upon a person who had 
served, say, threo years of a five year 
contract, and at the end of that 
period was removed in order to give 
way to a Filipino, would be to pro- 
vide for him a eash payment of

“FRANCE WITHOUT 
HOPE.” 


A GERMAN WRITER WHO 
SPOKE TOO SOON. 

A correspondent kindly sends us 
the following translation of a lead- 
ing article of the “ National Zei- 
tung,” Berlin, of September 4 last, 
which, as he says, shows how Ger- 
man public opinion is enlightened. 


“This day, forty-four years ago, 
the Republic was proclaimed in 
Paris. Even the Government of the 
Empire could not withhold the 
catastrophe of Sedan from the 
French people for longer than one 
anxious day and already on Septem- 
ber 3, General Palikao had to admit 
the truth in its full extent before 
the legislative body in Paris. His 
fatal words had hardly been spoken 
when Jules Favre moved the abdica- 
tion of the imprisoned Emperor and 
his dynasty. On the following day, 
the Republic was proclaimed and 
greeted with acclamation as the 
rescuer from the victorious German 
Army. The French imagination was 





soldiers of the third Napoleon had 
not been able to achic 
to be secured for the tricolour by 
the new enthusisem which filled the 
fighters of the Republic. Such was 
the great hope of September 4, 1870. 

“But things turned out otherwise; 
the Republican legend could as little 
triumph over German thoroughness 
‘and courage as the Napoleonic. But 
the third Republic, born on the day of 
Sedan, has lasted to this day forty- 
four years—a long life for a form of 
government, in France so fond of 
changes. On tho day of its anniver- 
sary, the Government of the Re 
public has fled to Bordeaux before 
the victorious German Army. Again 
the armies of France are beaten, 
again is German cavalry at the 
gates of Paris. But cleverer than 
the Empress Eugenie, who, on 
September 4, 1870, very nearly fell 
a victim to the sudden overthrow, 
M. Poincaré and the Members of 
his Government have preferred to 
escape in time from the depressing 
atmosphere of the capital, where 
their further stay seemed dangerous 
not only owing to the advancing 
German columns. 

“Bordeaux has a less glorious 
revolutionary past than Paris. 
Bordeaux is on the sea, whence 
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quick ships can carry politicians 
danger to allied England. M. 
Poincaré, the proud bourgeois, who 
planned the destruction of Germany 
with the Russian ruler, in St. 
Petersburg, ringing with the noise 
of barricade fighting, knows very 
well why he left gloomy and threat- 
ening Paris and went to Bordeaux. 
“After Sedan, the proclamation 
of the Republic was a hope for 
France, although a forlorn hope. 
Fr , who always ascribe the 
responsibility for their defeats to a 
single leader or to a régime, but 
never to themselves as a whole, 
need such hopes as are awakened by 
a sudden change of Government, if 
they are not fully to despair of their 
cause. That is in their nature. 
Thi 1914 renders 











possibility of a new 
political “parole” stimulating fresh 
enthusiasm, must surely be felt by 
them as a particularly tragic cir- 
cumstance in the midat of the terri- 
ble defeats suffered by their arms. 
What hope have the French people 
of 1914 The Republic which ought 
to have gained for it the victory in 
1870, still existe. It cannot be 
proclaimed now for the saving of the 
country. The Republic it was which 
made the paradoxical, fatal alliance 
with Russian despotism and threw 
France unserupulously into the 
abyss. Poincaré is its man and 
Poincaré has fled from Paris. ‘The 
armies now flesing from the German 
pursuers are Republican armies. 
Even M, Clemenceau, who may 
dream of playing the role of 
Gambetta, can only impress the 
readers of his leading articles. The: 
Republican legend has outlived its- 
self. What remains for France to- 
day She has traversed all politi 
phases of development; she is at 
the end of her political and military 
power. It ferments again to-day 
among the French people, as forty- 
four years ago, but to-day the peo- 
ple have no goal in front of them. 
‘There is no form of government 
which France, in need, has not al- 
ready had recourse to. Empire, 
Republic and Commune, they have 
all failed. Really it is the end. The 
third Republic, in self-inflicted 
banishment at Bordeaux, expires, 
forty-four years old, in high sound.

FROM THE RUSSIAN 
PRESS. 


THE EMDEN AT PENANG. 

A communiqué issued by the 
Russian Naval General Staff on 
Octgber 29 gave the following mes- 
sage from Vice-Admiral Jerram: 
T have to report with great regret 








that the Russian cruiser Jemtchug: 
lying in Penang harbour has been 
sunk by the German cruiser Em- 
den. 

‘The following official account of 
the movements of the Jemtckug is 
obtained through the . Petrograd 
Telegraphic Agency: On August 
25 the cruisers Jemtchug and 
Askold received orders leave 
Viadivostok and join the naval 
force of the Allios in command of 
Vice-Admiral Jerram. On Septom- 
ber 4, under instructions from Ad- 
miral Jerram, the Jemtchug left 
Hongkong on a scouting cruise in 
the seas south of Formosa, She 
returned, and from the ist of the 
month until October 16 convoyed 
French and British transports on 
the way to Colombo. She then 
did scouting duty about the Nicobar 
and Andaman islands, returning to 
Penang on the 97th. Two days 
later, at 5 o’olock in the morning, 
® four-funnelled man-of-war passed 
the patrol boats, being taken for a 
vessel of the Allied fleet, and en- 
tered the harbour. She was sig- 
nalled to, but did not reply, and her 
identity was then established. The 
Emden entered the harbour at fu’) 
speed, and fired a salvo at the Jemt- 
chug, which was struck by a tor- 
pedo and had her engines disabled. 
‘The Jemtchug returned the fire, but 
another torpedo from the Emden 
had fatal effect, and the Jemtchug 
sank. The Emden at once left the 
harbour, and on the way out sank 
a French torpedo boat which had 
been on patrol outside the harbour. 
Of the crew of the Jemtchug, 250 
men were saved, 112 being wound- 
ed, and eighty-five lives were lost, 
‘among the missing being Lieutenant 
Sipailo. 

Lieutenant Sipailo was well 
known in Shanghai and Hankow, 
where he commanded a Russian na- 
val detachment during the second 
revolution. 


Gorman Press Campaign Doteated. 
A Petrograd Telegraphic Agency 
message dated October 31 states 
that the Austrian province of Bu- 
kovina has been reoscupied by Rus- 
sian troops, without opposition. 
During their brief occupation of 
this territory, the Hungarian 
troops committed many atrocities 
on the Rumanian populace. In the 
students’ demonstration at Buk- 
harest, already reported by us, the 
offices of the pro-German newspaper 
“Zena”, and of the “Minerva” and 
“‘Seara”’, known to be in receipt of 
German subsidies, were smi 
up. Disclosures as to the German 
Minister's attempt in Bukharest to 
bribe the Rumanian press into a pro- 
German campaign, led the Profes- 
sors of Bukharest University to hold 
@ special meeting and inaugurate 
a counter-campaign, resolving to 
produce and circulate a series of 
pamphlets explaining the political 
situation to the people and warning 
them against the danger of the Ru- 
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manian press being dominated by 
German influence. It was at the 
same meeting decided to prepare 4 
special memorandum for presenta 
tion to the King on the subject of 
Germany’s attempt to capture the 
Rumanian press. 


Statement of Bulgarian Policy,

grad on October 3 reporta the open- 
ing of the National Assembly.

ing Italian aspirations with regard 
to the Austrian territory in which 
these prisoners resided bofore they 
went to war. All other newspapers 
are of the contrary opinion. 

“Corriere della Sera” observes 
that the Russian offer must tend to 
a decided change in the relations 
between Italy and Russia, and it 
has been made absolutely clear that 
Italian public opinion strongly 
favours combined action with Rut 
sai. The ‘Idea Nazionale” insists 
that there is no need to be concern 
ed about any uneasiness caused in 
‘Vienna by such a step. Italy's true 
interests will be served by following 
the national aspirations with 
gard to the province in question. 
The ‘‘Messagero” contradicts | 5 
sertions by the Austrian pres: that 
Russia’s object in sending the pri 
soners back to their home is to get 
rid of the burden of maintaining 
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them during the war, and goes on 
to say that Russia needs no guar- 
antee from Italy that the prisoners 
shall not be allowed to return to 
the fighting line. The fact that 
Russia has stated this, is evidence 
that the Tsar’s offer is inspired by 
feelings of sincere friendliness to- 
wards the Italian people. The 
“Messagero” describes the intrigue 
against the Russian offer as “‘in- 
famous.” The “Seccolo” makes a 
violent attack upon M. Sa'andra, 
asserting that & refusal of the offer 
would be against the wishes of the 
Italian people, and that it would 
decide the fate of his ministry. The 
message concludes with the state- 
ment that, while Italian news- 
Papers are not noted for their mo- 
deration upon questions of moment, 
the pronouncements by Rome news. 
papers have been particularly 
trong, while those of the provincial 
newspapers go to the extreme. 


Seven German Armies. 
The Petrograd ‘Telegraphic 
Agency sent out a message on Ooto- 
ber 30 stating that it had reosived 
positive information from the West- 
ern front that the Germans formed 
seven armies to operate against the 
Allies in Belgium and France. The! 
first army is commanded by Gen- 
eral von Kluck, the second by Gen- 
eral von Bulow, the third by Gen- 
eral von Einen, the fourth by the 
Prince of Wurtemburg, the fifth by 
the Crown Prince, the sixth by 
Prince Rupert, Grown Prince of 
Bavaria, and the seventh by Gen- 
eral von Herringen, formerly Prus- 
sian ‘Minister of War. Each of the 
Generals had five army corps under 
his command. In spite. of all 
denials, the mestage affirms that 
some divisions of Austrian Sl:

BRITISH & GERMAN 
METHODS. 


INTERESTING STUDY OF 
RIVAL TACTIOS. 

The eyewitness at British Head- 
quarters in France writing at the 
beginning of October said:— 

Up to September 21 the air mile- 
age made by our airmen since the 
beginning of the war amounted to 
87,000 miles, an average of 2,000 
miles per day, the total equalling 





world. The total time spent in the 


air was 1,400 hours. 

There are many points connected 
with the fighting methods of either 
side that may be of interest. The 
following description was given by a 
Battalion Commander who has been 
at the front since the commence- 
ment of hostilities and has fought 
both in the open and behind en- 
trenchments. It must, however, be 
borne in mind that it only repre- 
sents the experiences of a particular 
unit. It deals with the tactics of 
the enemy’s infantry :— 

“The important points to watch 
are the heads of valleys and ravines, 
woods—especially those on the sides 
of hollow ground—and all dead 
ground to the front and flanks. The 
German officers are skilled in lead- 
ing troops forward under cover, in 
closed bodies, but once the later are 
deployed and there is no longer 
direct personal leadership, the men 
will not face heavy fire. Sometimes. 
thie advance is made in a series of 
lines, with the men well opened out) 
at five or six paces interval ; at other 
times it is made in a line, with the 
men almost shoulder to shoulder, 
followed in all the oases by supports 
in close formation. The latter either 
waver when the front line is check- 
ed, or crowd on to it, moving for- 
ward under the orders of their 
officers, and the mass forms a mag- 
nificent target. Prisoners bave de- 
soribed the fire of our troops as 
pinning them to the ground, and 

is certainly borne out by their 
action. 


Sniping and Night Attacks. 

“In the fighting bebind entrench- 
ments the Germans endeavour to 
gain ground by making advances in 
line at dusk or just before dawn, 
and then digging themselves in, in 
the hope no doubt that they may 
eventually get 60 near as to be able, 
as at manoeuvres, to reach the hos- 
tile trenches in @ single rush. 
They have never succeeded in doing 
this against us If by creeping up 
in dead ground they do succeed in 
gaining ground by night, they are 
easily driven back by fire in the 
morning. A few of the braver men 
sometimes remain behind, at ranges 
‘of even 300 or 400 yards, and en- 
deavour to inflict losses by sniping. 
Sharpshooters, also, are often 
noticed in trees or wriggling about | 
until they get good cover. The 
remedy is to take the initiative and 
detail men to deal with the enemy’s 
sharpshooters. 

“A few night attacks have been 
made against us. Before one of 
them party crept up close to the 
British line and set alight a hayrick, 
so that it should form a beacon on 
which the centre of the attacking 
line marched. Generally, however, 
in the night and early morning at- 
tacks, groups of 40 or 50 men have 
come on, the groups sometimes wide- 














nearly four times the circuit of thei ly separated one from another and 










making every endeavour to obtain 
any advantage from cover. Light- 
balls and search-lights have on some 
oceasions been used. Latterly the 
attacks have become more and more 
half-hearted. Against us the enemy 
has never closed with the bayonet. 
The German trenches I have seen 
were deep enough to shelter a man 
when firing standing, and ha 
down in rear for the supports to sit 
in. 

“(As regards our own men, there 
was at first considerable reluctance 
to entrench, as has always been the 
case at the commencement of a war. 
Now, howover, having bought exper- 
ience dearly, their defences are such 
that they can defy the German 
artillery fire.” 

Rot Shot, But Kicked. 

On the lighter side of the picture 
is the following ancedote, which is 
current, though its absolute truth 
is not vouched for :— 

On a recent occasion a British 
Cavalry subaltern, who was cut off 
from his men, hid in the edge of a 
wood by a road. It was not long 
before he saw an unsuspecting arm- 
ed German soldier patrolling tho 
road. He could have shot the man 
without warning, but felt that it 
would be akin to murder to kill him 
in cold blood. In order to instil a 
little of the spirit of combat into the 
affair, therefore, he crept out of 
cover, ran up behind the “Bosch,” 
as our Allies would call him, and 
gave him a ferocious kick. Instead 
of showing fight the startled and 
pained German gave a yell and rag 
for dear life, leaving the oubaltern 
laughing too bard to shoot.

Empire. There bad been three cen- 
turies of Christian influence. In 
China, apart from the early Nes- 
torian missions of the 7th century, 
the resulta of which were difficult 
to trace, Christianity had been ex- 
erting its influence for about three 
and half centuries, starting with 
the work of St. Francis Xavier in 
155%. Protestant missions began 
with Robert Morrison in 1807. 

The speaker proceeded to show the 
various forces which had been at 
work in the Empire, preparing it for 
its reception of the Christian re- 
ligion, and showed how strikingly 
parallel were the forces at work in 
China. He regarded Confucianism, 
Buddhiem and Taoism 1s school- 
masters to lead China to Christ, 
just as traly as men could see that 
Judaism and Greek philosophy were 
divinely ordered preparations for 
the Gospel. 

In both cases one could seo the 
gradual failure of the old religions, 
the attempt to revive them in a new 
dress, and their failure to satisfy 
the ultimate needs of men. The unity 
of the Roman Empire, its one lan- 
guage, its commercial intercommuni- 
cation, were forces which aided the 
spread of the new religions, In 
China one eaw a homogeneous peo- 
plo with one written language 
everywhere comprehended by 
educated Chinese. 

The causes which had led to the 
persecution of Christianity were in 
both cases similar. Largely they 
were political, the fear of a divided 
allegiance, an ‘imperium in im 
perio,” but there was also the pot 
tive conviction and aggressive evan- 
gelization of the Christian, so ir- 
ritating and inconvenient to those 
who regarded religion as mere cus- 
tom, or “good form,” little con- 
cerned with truth or reality.

A COMPARISON WITH THE 
ROMAN EMPIRE. 

At their meeting on Tuesday last, 
the Shanghai Branch of the Church 
of England Men’s Society heard with 
great interest a lecture by the Rev. 
Dr. Hawks Pott, who compared and 
contrasted the conversion of China 
with that of the Roman Empire. 

Dean Walker, in introducing the 
speaker, said that there was great 
need for clearer knowledge, not only 
at home but amongst foreigners in 
China, as to the extent and results 
of missionary labours in this coun- 
try. He remembered being asked 
when he was in England in 1908 
whether any Chinese really yet had 
become Christians! 

Dr. Pott reminded his hearers 
that with the conversion of Con- 
stantine the Christian religion was 
fairly established in the Roman 








figures relating to Christian pro- 
gress in China. Roman Catholic 
Missions had had considerable suc- 
cess. They had fifty Bishops, 1.493 
European priests, 74 Chinese priests 
1,531,216 Christians, 452,695 cate- 
chumens. Coming to Protestant: 
missions, beginning at least two 
centuries later, we found according 
to the latest statistics: 
adherents 356,269, foreign mi 
aries (men and women) 5,186, 
ordained Chinese workers 650, un- 
ordained 6,851, women 2,270. Statis- 
tics in 1907 showed total of 258,000. 
‘Thus there had been an increase of 
100,000 in seven yeara He also 
gave figures indicating the enormous 
numbers of Chineso being influenced 
through educational and medical 
work. Dr. Pott also spoke of the 
contributions raised by native 
Christians, “an effective answer,” 
he declared, ‘to those who prate of 
rice Ohristians. 














“Coming to our own Communion,” 
he continued, “ the Anglican Church 
has supplied 143 ordained foreign 
workers, 68 lay workers, 272 single 
women. It has ninety-nine ordained 
Chinese, 398 native workere (men), 
and 275 women. There are 385 or- 
ganized congregations, 23,317 com- 
municants, 1,395 baptized not yet 
communicants, and 35,641 under in- 
struction.” It had eleven dioceses. 
Tn 1912 the general Synod of the 
Chung Hua Sheng Kung Hui met in 
Shanghai. They were to meet again 
next spring, and he hoped that one 
of the projects to be discussed would 
be the appointment and consecra- 
tion of a Chinese Bishop to have the 
oversight of a missionary diocese. 

Concluding, Dr, Pott confessed 
that the progress in China was much 
leas than that for a corresponding 
period in the Roman Empire. In 
China he estimated that about one 
in every two hundred was a Christ- 
ian, Dr. Harnack’s estimate con- 
cerning the Roman Empire showed 
‘a proportion of one in twenty! Bub 
the difficulties of to-day were enor- 
mous, The force was inadequate, the 
missionaries were foreigners, and 
what was still worse we had all the 
confusions and hindrances that re- 
sulted from a divided church. None 
the less, he said “‘ the results in the 
past fill us with » spirit of optim- 
ism. We believe that Christianity 
is the universal religion, and we 
confidently look forward to the time 
when there shall be one fold and 
one Shepherd.”

THE SINKING OF THE 
CRUISERS. 


WAR ON GERMAN TRADE. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 
London, Sept. 25. 
Evening papers have just been 

















SJissued with five closely printed 


columns of names of petty officers, 
non-commissioned officers and men 
saved from the Aboukir, the Hogue 
and the Cressy. And thry are 
little more than half as numerous 
as ths dead. Yet great ae wae the 
shock of the first news of this 
catastrophe it has caused no lasting 
depression of our spirits It was 
not merely the loss of fiftezn hun- 
dred of our brave fighting men that 
appalled us at first; it was the feel- 
ing that if one, or even five—if there 
were so many—little submarines 
could play such havoc with our 
cruisers, the reliance to be placed 
on the preponderating strength of 
our ficet was not so well founded 
5 we had fondly believed. Was it 
not @ mems piece of good fortune 
that the three’ victims wens four- 
ttren-year old cruisers of obsolescent 
typet Might not a few sub- 
marines ‘have just as easily sent 
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three of our most powerful Dread- 
noughts to the bottom? 

But now our naval experts have 
one after another bsen reassuring 
us, and our faith is as firm as ever. 
‘The cruisers were taking risks to 
which no battleship would expose| 
itself, and which, we may be assur- 
ed, are not likely to be taken 
again, even by obsolescent cruisers. 
We know, too, that the Cressy and 
the Hogue were lost owing to their 
chivalrous resolve to go at any risk 
to the rescue of the drowning men 
of their sister ship. They realized 
to the full how great Was the 
danger of stopping dead in the 
immediate presence of the danger 
which had proved fatal to the 
Aboukir. 


Our Indian Contingent. 

At this moment, too, we are 
anxiously awaiting news of some 
decisive blow in the great battle 
of the Aisne. More than a week 
ago I met a war correspondent from 
the front—or from as near to the 
front as any War correspondent 
could geb—and he brought me 
the confidential news—news which I

I was denied the privilege of 
being present at Mr. Lloyd George’s 
first great recruiting speech; but. 
I have talked with many who were 
there, and they all agree that fine 
as the oration is to read, no one 
who did not hear it delivered can 
form any conception of its stirring 
effect. A German with a knowledge 
of English political slang might 
have called it ‘Limehousing” ; but

Ulster Day.

England: ‘To sail and chase under 
false colours may be an allowable 
stratagem of war, but firing under 
false colours is what the maritime 
law of this country does not per- 
mit; for it may be attended with 
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very unjust circumstances; it may 
occasion the loss of the lives of 
persons, who, if they were apprized 
of the real character of the cruiser, 
might, instead of resisting, implore 
protection.”” 

Thus to fire under false colours 
is, it would appear, quite illegad. 

Similarly ae regards war upon 
land it is beld that soldiers clothed 
in the uniforms of their enemy must 
put on a conspicuous mark by which 
they can be recognized before at- 


tacking. 

The rule both as regards mari- 
time war, and war upon land, his 
been besed on the statement’ that 
in actual battle enemies are bound 
to combat loyally and are not free 
to ensure victory by putting oo s 
mark of friendship. 

The question ie also dealt with 
in “The Laws of War” ae pro- 
posed by tho “Institut de Droit 
International” at a session of the 
Institute held at Oxford in Septem- 
ber 1880 under the following rule 
of conduct: “It is forbidden to 
make improper use of the national 
flag, of signe of military ranks, or 
of the uniform of the enemy, eto” 
All the great Powers (including 
Germany who had two represents 
tives) were represented on the 
Commission which drew up these 
rules.

Sin,—On September 9, the 
“North-China Daily News” publish. 
ed a letter from me, “ Taxation and 
Bad Trade,” & reply to which, dis- 
agreeing with my views appeared 
on the 19th of the same month. 
Want of time prevented me from 
further discussing this important 
matter, for undoubtedly the objec- 
tions set forth by the article in 
question were not based on sound 
lines, disoussing as it did the mat- 
ter in a very summary way, thus 
closing the topic to further discus- 
sion. 




















I do not intend now to renew the 
argument on those lines, but will, 
with your permission, venture to 
say something on a “burden” allied 
to taxation, which will indirectly 
bring @ diminution on Municipal 
Taxes. 

I have been encouraged to broach 


the! the present subject by the numerous 


correspondence appearing in the lo- 
cal Press on that actual “burning” 
subject ‘“‘Shanghai’s Relief Work.” 
With interest I have followed the 
voluminous correspondence and can 
heartily sympathize with thos who 
are sounding the alarm voice, be 
lieving that as things aro shaping, 
there will, I fear, bo very hard 
times for us all in the near future. 

The great majority of the foreign 
element in these Settlements de- 
pend on commerce, for the little 
industry that exists is so infinitesi- 
mal that it cannot be counted upon 
in the great calamity that is over- 
powering all the world. 

Commerce being reduced, concen- 
tration of expenses must necessarily 
follow, and although I quite sym- 








pathizo with the contents of 
the correspondenos of = Mr. 
Jackson, that subscriptions be open- 
ed for relief to unemployed, I can- 
not but be impressed with the idea 
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that the remedy cannot but be of a 
very mitigating character. However 
great the amount given by indivi- 
dual generous subscribers, the 
amount cannot, in my belief, be suf-| 
ficient to last, especially when we 
must consider that this crisis must 
necessarily reach even those with 
means, and self-preservation will 
counsel them to go slow with their 
noble and generous instincts, inevit- 
ably closing some of the purses. Be- 
sides it must certainly be an 
humiliation for the bereaved to ask 
for, or receive, charity. 

And I now come to the main 
point of my subject. The buildings 
in Shanghai, whether for habita- 
tion, offices, or stores, foreign or 
native, are owned by a few power- 
ful individuals or corporations, who 
lispose of more or less enormous, 
capitals. The majority of these 
proprietors have increased their 
rents from 100 to 350 per cent., of 
what they were twenty years ago. 
The profits made by these landlords, 
have made them the Croesus they 
are now. The house rents are one 
of the biggest burdens the com- 
munity has to shoulder. An em- 
ployee of a firm, even if he does not 
find himself with the unemployed 
now, finds his salary reduced 10,25 
and even 50 per cent., as I know of 
such cases. But his main and its 
co-joint expense, the house rent, has| 
not decreased at all. 

Necessarily, in a great many 
cases, the result will be unpaid 
rents, taxes, ete., which will natural- 
ly bring about a long string of civil 
suits giving enormous work to the 
local Courts, and making distress 
more acute besides the ill-feeling it 
will cause, 

Would it not, therefore, be bene- 
ficial to all concerned that these in- 








dividuals and corporations unite 
in a movement to reduce their 
rents, for say three months, and 


thus demonstrate practically their 
willingness to co-operate in the Re- 
lief Work of Shanghai? It would 
be to their ultimate advantage to 
reduce rents for the three next 
months say 25 per cent. rathe~ than 
‘be compelled either directly or in- 
directly to come to terms with their 
individual tenants, 

For these landlords such reduc- 
tions in their rents would only 
mean reduced interest on outlaid 
capital, which to them would not re- 
present the sacrifice felt by the un- 
fortunate tenant. Besides, at a time 
of such overwhelming calamity, I 
think it but just that the laidlords 
shoulder a practical share in the re- 
lief work. 

With a reduction in rents, “ca vd 
sans dire” that a reduction will fol- 
low in taxes, ete. and I could even 
go further, suggesting that all our 
‘expenses, which to-day have to bear 
a proportion in the rents, would 
also proportionally be reduced, for 
the business man finding his initial 
expenses lowered, he can naturally 





offer his customers his waro- at a 
corresponding reduced rate, 

I seo I have extended myself 
more than I intended, so wil’ close, 
leaving to some more able pen to 
untangle this Gordian Fnot that is 
slowly but surely strangling all 
classes in Shanghai.

OPIUM IN SHANGHAI. 
To the Editor of the 

“Norta-Ciixa Dar News. 

‘As it is my impression that the 
public is far from well informed as| 
to the real situation in regard to 
opium shops in Shanghai I wish to 
ask your indulgence a second time 
while I draw the attention of your 
readers to some of the things which 
I think should be more geuerally 
known. 

Last Sunday after writing the 
letter which you published in your 
issue of the 4th instant I had oc- 
casion to walk along Kiangse Road 
between the Yangkingpang and 
Canton Road. Though I had al- 
ready noticed the great number 
of opium shops in other parts of 
th> settlement I may truly say 
that I was not prepared for what I 
saw there. 

I hope and believe that there 
is no other place in Shanghai, or 
in the world where there are so 
many opium shops in so small an 








area. To be sure, on Honan Rosd 
there are two large opium signs 
hanging in juxtaposition with the 
sign of the Mandarin Union Church, 
while the entrance to an alley al- 
most opposite is “decorated” with 
between fifteen and twenty such 
signs large and small. Canton 
Road west of Honan Road is pmtty 
bad, but not so bad as the block 
between Canton Road and th: 
Yangkingpang. 

It is quite well known that the 
sale of opium is strictly forbidden 
in the old nativ2 city. What .bes 











be the thoughts of a Chines? citizen 
who, coming from the native city 
northward to the self-styled ‘Mod! 


Settlement,” sees the signs of 
opium shops on every hand. Notto 
speak of the comparatively few in 
the French Concession, as such 4 
citizen comes across the bridg? into 
the International Settlement he 
can see, a block away, an opium 
sign with lettars five feet high at 
the corner of Canton and Kiangse 
Roads. But in traversing the short 
distano> to reach that corner be 
must pass not less than sixty signs 
of opium shops—not sixty shops, 
there are only ten or a dozen of 
those facing on the stneet—but in 
many cases one shop has sewral 
signs and some of the signs refer 
to shops situated in alleys. But 
the advertising is there. And it 
not only advertises those shops—it 
also advertiazs this foreign com- 
munity to the whole Chinese Re 
public and to the world. Som> 
people will be inclined to say, 
“What of it?” I have read in 
an old book that “‘a good name it 
rather to be chosen than grest 
riches,” and I rather believs it is 
true. It is because, I believe that 
the good name of all foreigners is 
to some extent compromised by 
thes» conditions that I believe that 
it is the duty of all good citizens to 
try to change the policy of the 
Council to continue to licence shops 
“until the disappearance of the 
stocks.” 


Another way in which our good 
name is in danger is from the fact 
that present conditions encourage 
smuggling from Shanghai to the 
surrounding country. The fact 
that it is well known that vpium is 
openly sold here encourages 
characters to come here for it and 
to try to take it out, Of course 
the police try to prevent this by 
searches of the persons of travel- 
lers, and otherwise, but it is ver 
difficult. As the police have be 
come more strict, I am told by 
Chinese friend, those in 
in the trade have taken to employ- 
ing women on whom the drug is 
concealed. This malors it neces 
sary to search women both inno- 
cent and guilty. Not to go further 
into this, for it is an unpleasant sub- 
ject, I just wish to call attention 
to the fact that this is the sort of 
thing that is stimulated by the pre- 
sent policy here, and that it com 
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cerns all of us. There is not one 
of whom .it can be said “it does 
not even remotely concern him,” 
though parhaps it concerns mis- 
sionaries more than any one else. 

Lest me make more plain my 
position in regard to the present 
stocks. It se2ms to be the position 
of the Council that 26 these stocks 
have been legally imported there- 
fore their sale must be provided for 
in order to saz the dealers, the 
banks, and perhaps other investors 
from ‘any financial loss. Now T 
maintain that, if there be such an 
obligation, it rests, not on the For- 
eign Setthement, but on the Chio- 
ese government. In other words, 
the question of the disposal of 
the present stocks should b> settled 
by the British and Chines> Govern- 
ments rather than by this commun- 
ity. ‘The opium being here and 
the Chinese Government refusing 
to allow it to be sold elsewhere, 
why should the authorities of the 
Settlement say, “If it ie not sold 
some men will make less monsy on 
it than they expected to make, 
therefore we will provide for its 
sale, incidentally taking » hahd- 
some share of the profits ouraslves.”” 

Of course we all rsatize that it 
impossible to make men good by 
1 enactment, but that fact does 
nob cause us to refrain from making 
laws against what is bad. T sup- 
pose we most of us agree with 
what Mr. Gladstone once said to 
the effect that it is the business of 
government to make it easy for peo- 
ple to do right and hard for them 
to do wrong. It seems to me that 
we must admit that the open opium 
shops in our Settiement make it hard 
for many of them to do right and 
easy for them to do wrong.

T have read Mr. J. W. Crofoot’s 
letter published in your to-day’s 
issue with great interest, and I beg 
to thank him for his courageous 
attitude in exposing the present 
pro-opium tendency of the Council 
in allowing the numerous opium 
licensed shops in Shanghai to pur- 
sue their traffic without let or 
hindrance. 

It is regrettable to notice that 
the Council should have stuck to 
her own licence policy and boldly 
defied the ratification of the Hague 
Convention a few months ago, and 
the promise which was granted at 
the Ratepayers’ meeting in 1908, 
when Mr. David Landale (who is 
now in Shanghai) assured us that 
the policy of the Council with regard 
to the opium probibition in the 
Settlement “is one making for total 
suppression in the course of two 
years. . . Wo believe that tho 
course which we recommend may be 
followed to a conclusion if the pre- 
sent trend of reform is maintained 
by the Chinese Government and 
effect given to their pronounce- 
ments.” 

In view of the foregoing, I submit 
that the present Council is bound 
hand and foot to carry out the pro- 
mise given in 1908, and it is to be 
hoped that the British Government 
as well as tho British Minister in 
Peking will continue to bring pres- 
sure to bear upon the Council to 
surrender their present hostile at- 
titude towards China’s great work 
of reform and give it their whole- 
hearted support.

Stn,—In your issue of the 7th in- 
stant, there is a weird story of 
French shells which caused “a regi- 
ment of German infantry to die in 
their trenches, standing bolt —up- 
right, and still holding their rifles 
in firing attitude;” “they stood in 
line rifles to shoulder, a silent com- 
pany of ghosts,” and much more to 
the same effect. With all due de- 
ference to Mr. Robert: well 
known analytical chemist, and other 
authorities who vouch for the truth 
of these assertions, it is very hard 
to accept them. Of course it is 
quite possible that shells have been 
invented which can bring painless 
and instantaneous death without 
visible wounds. But it is quite an- 
other matten to ask us to believe 
that corpses can remain standing a 
long time after death with rifle to 
the shoulder. For the first effect 
of death from any cause is, in most 
cases, a general relaxation of the 
whole of the muscular system, as 
evidenced by the dropping of the 
lower jaw, the softness and flab- 
biness of the limbs, and the- flexi- 
bility of the joints. 
The only exception to this ‘s the 








state known as “cadaveric 
spasm,” when muscles — which 
have ' been forcibly contracted 


by the person himself in the 
act of dying do not become re-

ly passes into true rigor 
This sometimes happens 
in cases of suicide, when the

After the 
revolution, observes the President 
with regret, upheavals broke out 
everywhere, and party leaders and 
unscrupulous commanders assorted 
their influence by means of their 
military power; they enlisted the 
riff-raff of the market in the morn- 
ing and formed these into a regi- 
ment in the evening; they magni- 
fied their strength as containing 
over ten thousand men, while in 
reality they had barely a thousand; 
by such means, they enjoyed 
magnificent income in their eaay- 
chairs at ordinary times and 
demanded fabulous compensation 
upon receiving an order to 
disband. Th> President was ob- 
Higed to use great circumspection 
in coaxing them to dispers> their 
followers gradually, and he had, 
in many cases, to acced> to their 
demand for the sake of peace ani 
safety to the people. 

Then the Mandate urges the 
generals and commanders to re- 
member that the military outlay 
already forms the bulk of the 
annual expenditure of the nation, 
that evary cent saved from waste 
in military administration will 
benefit the civil government to that 
extent, that they should strive to 
Tequite the people for their willing- 
ness to bear the burden of keeping 
the army even at theso times of 
financial stress, and that thay 
should defend the honour of the 
nation and reliev2 the suffering of 
the people. 

Lastly, the generals and senior 
commanders are instructed to warn 
their officers that in future, upon 
discovery of such corruption, 
fullest messure of punishment will 
be meted out to the guilty parties.

THE NEW RUSSIAN 
CONSULATE. 


The foundation stone of the new 
Russian Consulate now being erect- 
ed on the Garden Bridge site in 
front of the Astor House Hotel was 
laid on Thursday. It is expected that 
the building will be completed 
early in 1916. Some difficulty was 
experienced in reaching a firm 
foundation, but this has been secur- 
ed by the use of hundreds of addi- 
tional wood piles, and cement, and 
the bunding has now been com- 
pleted. The river frontage is a 
fine one, and will be taken up with 
@ handsome four-storey building, 
with a front of white stone rising 
from a balustraded terrace. The 
Consul-General will have his re- 
sidence there, and the Vioe-Consuls

THE HOUSE BOOM AND 
ELECTRIC DISPLAYS. 


CHINESE LOVE FOR 





BRIGHT SHOP-FRONTS. 

A natural accompaniment of the 
building boom in Shanghai has been 
the appreciable increase in the de- 
mand fer electric current for light 
‘and power. Last year the Munici- 
pal Electricity Works supplied 
21,000,000 units. This year the 
estimate of 40,000,000 units would 
hi been reached but for the fact 
thi large cotton mill began 
tions six months late. There is an 
all-round increase in the demand for 
electricity, and next year the work 
of the Department is likely to show 
still more considerable development. 
With practically all foreign houses 
and business premises already fully 
upplied, the increase taking place 
js in great proportion meeting the 
demands of Chinese consumers, and 
of mills and factories. 


Tis. 700 a Month for Light. 
The -Ohinese are showing a very 
practical appreciation of the ad- 
vantages of electricity. This fact is 
prominently brought to notice in 
the lavish display of electrically 
illuminated advertisement signs, 
and the brilliant schemes of light- 












ing up newly opened shops, partic- 
ularly the large new establishments 
in the Nanking Road. Some shops 
are paying as much as Tls. 700 per 
month for this alone—a fact that 
can easily be understood when we 
remember the gorgeous illumina- 
tion, night after night, of some of 
the newest and biggest shops. 

There has also been a large in- 
crease in the number of electric 
shop signs and advertising devices. 
As many as 300 houses using three 
or four lamps are connected up with 
the mains each month, and in even 
the smallest shops the dim and an- 
cient oil lamp has been replaced by 
the brighter and more economical 
electric globe, while the gloom of 
much liked by small consumers. 

In 1,500 Chinese houses, electric 
radiators have been installed, on 
hire, and in this direction the d 
mand appears likely to _in- 
crease to a large extent. The

Industrial Demands 


The demand of current for indus- 
trial purposes is also on the in- 
crease. Hundreds of small motors 
are in use, and in the most unex. 
pected places one may come acro 
a small native workshop having its 
plant driven by electricity. ‘The 
consumer simply pays for the cur- 
rent, and a monthly rental for the 
motor, the Municipal Electricity 
Department undertaking to keep the 
motor in going order. The motors 
are in use in engineering shops and 
printing works, and there is scarce- 
ly @ rice mill in Shanghai without 
‘one. Many of the cotton mills, for- 
eign, Chinese, and Japanese have 
large motor installations, and five 
large flour mills, various engineer- 
ing shops, and shipbuilding works 
are also being supplied. 

So, far, the demand for current 
does not seem to have been affected 
by slackness of trade following upon 
the war. 





A NEW NINGPO 
STEAMER. 


TRIAL TRIP OF THE HSIN 
NINGSHAO. 

Ow the invitation of the Ningpo- 
Shaohsing Steam Navigation Co., 
Ld., on Wednesday afternoon up- 
wards of two thousand foreign and 
Chinese guests, including many re- 
presentatives of the local shipping 
hongs, attended the reception held 
on board the Company’s new steam- 
er Hsin-Ningshao, and had a very 
enjoyable trip beyond Woosung. 
‘The trial trip was in every w: 
sucorssful, the new steamer regis: 
tering a speed of 144 knots, as com- 
pared with her contract speed of 
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13 knots. The Hsin-Ningshao is 
the latest addition to the Ningpo- 
Shachsing Oo.’s fleet, the two older 
steamers on the Ningpo run being 
the Yungshin and Ningshao, The 
new steamer was built by the New 
Engineering & Shipbuilding Oo., Ld, 
and has the following dimensions: 
—length over all, 304ft. ; length be- 
tween perpendiculars, — 208f.; 
moulded depth to main deck, 15ft.; 
normal draught, 10ft.; height from 
main to upper deck, sft; height 
from upper deck to promenade 
deck, 7ft. 3in.; from promenade 
deck to boat deck, 7f. 3in. Bhe i 
of 2,180 tons’ net register, and is 
built of steel, in accordance with 
Lloyd’s requirements. She will 
Teave Shanghai for Ningpo to 
morrow, on her maiden voyage. 
‘The Hsin-Ningshao has  excdlleat 
accommodation for passengers, 
then: being eight rooms on the 
promenade deck tastefully fitted in 
European style, with single tie 
spring beds.

beds. Second clase passengers are 
accommodated aft on both upper 
and promenade decks, seventy-tro 
rooms being fitted up and the doors 
arranged 80 that two rooms may be 
connected together as one suite for 
family parties.

LECTURE ON COPYING. 
At the ing of the Photegra 
phic Society of Shanghai held 0 
‘Thureday evening, Mr. A. R. vou 
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Stockhausen delivered w lecture on 
copying. 

Mr. Stockhausen said that no 
great skill was required to turn out 
good reproductions of plans, pic- 
tures, ete. A stand camera or one 
of the hand stand type fitted with 
a rapid rectilinear lens, a rigid 
stand and an upright easel were all 
that was needed by way of outfit. 
A planiscope lens, a focussing eye- 
piece, a dark and a light yellow 
soreen were useful accessories, but 
were not indispensable. : 

Very good copies might be made 
with a quarter-plate camera: the 
half-plate size was more satisfac- 
tory to handle but a whole plate 
camera with good bellows extension 
was the best of all. With it en- 
larged negatives might be made of 
small pictures and if the picture 
‘was to be still further enlarged this 
could quite easily be done. 

A very good lens was not required 
for copying. A rapid rectilinear 
leas was to be preferred to a wide- 
angle rectilinear for general work. 
‘The latter was more convenient with 
a short extension camera; for copy- 
ing full size, this was a desidera- 
tum. 

In copying pictures out of magaz- 
ines it was desirable to avoid re- 
producing the grain of the paper. 
The dark colour screen overcame 
this completely, but of course the 
length of the exposure was incre 
ed. The colour screen was also use- 
ful, in fact almost essential, when 
copying discoloured photographs. 
A slow plate gave better results as 

















Lighting and exposure. A north 
light was best for daylight work. 


The easel might be placed about 
four feet from the window with a 
reflector on the side farthest from 
the source of light. A piece of 
white cardboard made a very good 
reflector and was easily arranged. 
The length of the exposure was 
difficult to guage if the object were 
photographed out of doors or on 
am open verandah. When using 
artificial light good results could be 
obtained with a fifty candle power 
electric light placed quite near the 
object, a reflector being on the op- 
posite side, 

Copying an injured print covered 
with minute cracks: The best thing 
to do was to rub powdered chalk 
into the cracks before copying and 
enlarge, The cracks would then come 
out white and might be retouched on 
the enlargement. If the picture or 
plan was on thin paper with print- 
ing or writing on the back which 
showed through, the best plan was 
to paste black paper at the back of 
the picture. This brought the whole 
surface to an even grey tint from 
which it was difficult to obtain a 
negative showing clear black and 
white. With care in the develop-

ment and intensification good re- 
sults might be obtained. 

Photographing old documents: 
A backed orthchromatic plate and 
colour screen should be used. The 
correct exposure could only be found 
by experiment, and success depend- 
ed upon the exact exposure being 
given; it should be sufficient to give 
density in the whites but not suffi- 
cient to veil the writing. A good 
metol hydroquinone developer, fair- 
ly well restrained with bromide, 
would prove a suitable developing 
agent. 








CRICKET. 
REVIEW OF THE 1914 SEASON.

The past season may be said to 
have been an improvement on that:

‘Tho Interport Match. 

‘The Interport match, played in 
May, was a most enjoyable and 
Tt was full of 
interest, and some excellent cricket 
was shown E. I. M. Barrett play- 
ed one of his best innings for 100, 
and thus secured his first century in 
these matches. In the second innings 
he was badly missed caught and 
bowled first ball, but profiting by 
this scored 43, Had this catch been 
held, the result might have been 
altered. ‘The glorious uncertainty 
of cricket is one of its charms, and 
it certainly must be said that what 
luck was going came our way. F. 
W. Potter and V. H. Lanning play- 
ed invaluable innings and aided by 
some excellent bowling and fielding 
Shanghai won comfortably by 116 
runs, As Hongkong was represent 
ed by one of the best teams it has 
ever been able to send north, we 
have every reason to congratulate 
ourselves. The Hongkong Captain, 
Hancock, played an excellent and 
plucky innings of 71 (not out) out of 
@ total of 124, in a gallant effort to 
pull the match out of the fire. 

Club Games. 

Club matches are apt to lose their 
interest after an Interport game, 
but thanks to two excellent games in 
the local championship, the interest 
was fairly well maintained and 
certainly above the average. This 
competition provided two splendid 
finishes in which the Police Cricket 
Club defeated the Shanghai Cricket 
Club, and the Wanderers by the 
narrowest of margins. To get 954 
runs in the fourth innings requires 
some doing in any class of cricket, 
and the Police team is to be con- 
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gratulated on this performance, 
which must be very nearly a local 
record. 

Once again it is sad to record the 
decadence of the one-time all- 
powerful Recreation Club. De- 
serted by their star batsman, H. B. 
Ollerdessen, they have had another 
sorry season. The melancholy pic- 
ture of a brilliant batsman deserting 
cricket for baseball will bring tears 
to the eyes of all who have learnt 
to love the old game of our fathers, 
and the sad epectable of his entire 
loss of form at the wicket and has 
inability to field without a glove, 
must be seen to be believed. 
Nevertheless, it must be admitted 
that the Recreation Club possesses 
undoubted talent in bowling and in 
the field, and the team hae played 
up and always worked hard. This 
is as it should be, Nothing would 
do Shanghai cricket more good than 
to seo the Recreation Club in its 
former position, and it is sincerely 
hoped that it will soon regain its 
prestige and be not down hearted. 

The Police Cricket Club had its 
record season, winning the cham- 
pionship. The team showed all- 
round improvement, and Inspector 
Lynch bowled as well as in any of 
tho last ten years, which is saying 
a good deal. 

The second XI League once more 
proved a great sucess. The B.A.T. 
XI is to be congratulated on comin, 
out on top, and a word of praise is 
duo to their captain for this satis- 
factory result, 

Individual Work, 

E, I. M. Barrett has beon the most 
suoceseful bateman, although hard- 
ly playing so well as in 1913, By 
scoring 201 (not out) v. Recreation 
Club he had the satisfaction of 
creating © record in local Saturday 
cricket. Quayle has not sustained 
the promise shown in 1913, and A. 














E. Lanning has played little. A 
J. Hayward shows much improve- 
ment and should develop into a 


capital batsman. He wants to learn 
to hit a half volley and not rely so 
much on purely off side shots and 
late cuts. Stagg played some good 
innings, and is difficult to move. W. 
C. D, Turner, so well known in 
Hongkong, is a distinot acquisition 
and we hope he may remain with us. 
Of the bowlers, it is pleasant to note 
the return to regular cricket of V. H. 
Lanning. He has bowled splendidly 
throughout the season. We can ill 
afford to lose his example of energy, 
and his fielding, especially in the 
the , is a delight. 

Quayle bowled well in the Inter- 
port match, but is losing pace owing 
to increasing weight. However, he 
has finger-spin and will get many 
wickets as a medium paced bowler. 

The left hander, G. C. Wingrove, 
has improved wonderfully. If he 
will only spin the ball more and rely 
Jess on the in-swerve, he will do bet- 
ter against good batsmen. This 
remark applies also to R. A. Brand, 
who has had an off season. _ Bill- 
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ings, in spite of loss of pace, bowled 
as well as ever. Always trying and 
willing to bowl all day, he bowls few 
bad ones and can always be relied 
on. Haynes kept wicket well when he 
played and is the only keeper with 
any pretentions to form. Deeks 
kept fairly well, and as an example 
of keenness would be hard to beat. 
New Blood and Keenness. 

More youngsters and new blood 
are badly needed. Wainwright pro- 
mises well, but has a lot to learn. 
He will make a good slow bowler 
and may develop into a really good 
all-round cricketer if he takes the 
game sufficiently seriously.

closed without an appeal to all those | 


who are keen on cricket, to support 
the game for all they are worth, 
firstly by playing thems:lves, and 
secondly, by encouraging others to 
play. - The delights of tennis, bowls, 
and baseball are beginning to tell 
‘on local cricket and it is the duty of 
those who are keen on cricket to 
instil keenness in others. From the 
racket and noise of the baseball 
ground to tho sedate quietude of the 
cricket field is a metamorphosis on 
which many have been heard to 
comment to the detriment of cricket. 
Let tho baseball fans keep their 
“rooting” and leave us to play our 
own game in our own dull way. 
Something should be done by the 
authorities to encourage and im- 
rove fielding. Nothing, in cricket, 
is more delightful to watch than 
really good fielding. This ie merely 
a matter of practice, and if pro- 
perly taken in hand the ludicrous 
and childish efforts so often in evi- 
dence on the field would disappear. 
A fielding prize, as in vogue in 
many public schools, might be tried. 
Fielding is certainly as important as 
batting or bowling when a match 
has to be won, and it deserves more 
notice than it receives in Shanghai 
cricket. 











THE WAR AND 
TRADE. 


IMPROVEMENT IN THE 
GENERAL POSITION. 

The progress of events during 
the week has brought about an im- 
ovement in the situation with re- 
gard to trade—although the volume 
of business doing extremely 
small, But the fall of Tsingtao, 
the destruction of the commerce- 
destroyer Emden and the bottling 
up of the Konigsberg cannot but 
have a beneficial effect on trade. The 
fall of Tsingtao releases the tension 
in China, besides bringing the 
Shantung merchants into the mar- 
ket. Although the military and 
naval activity leading to the cap- 
ture of Tsingtao was confined with- 
in very small limits, the moral ef- 
fect of the conflict on the Chinese 
has been none too good for 
trade. Now the very fact of the ces- 











sation of hostilities should prove 
sufficient to bring about @ return 
to activity—however small in vo- 
lume it might be for the moment. 
Further, the various rumoure set 
afloat by interested parties as to 
the Machiavellian intention of Ja- 
pan and the Allies towards China 
will now be proved to be false; and 
the nervousness among the Chinese, 
which was keeping back trade, will 
now disappear. 


The Sea Route Open. 
Tho significance of the destruc- 
tion of the Emden cannot be suffi 
ciently emphasized. Although 
small cruiser, it has done a great 
deal of actual damage not on'y in 
sinking cargo boate but also in hold- 
ing back trade from Yokohama to 
Bombay. Not knowing when and 
where it might appear, all ships 
were chary of leaving port. The 
insurance on cargo and boate has 
consequently been almost ruinous. 
‘Tho result was that all movement of 
cargo was temporarily beld up. 
Now, of course, the seas are safe; 
and with the bottling up of the 
Konigsberg, there is for the pre- 
sent no danger for shipping, even 
up to Europe, The improvement 
has quickly been made evident by 
the fact that already marine insur- 
ance has become easier; and there 
is a tendency for a retun to 
activity in exports, We understand 
that small consignments of silk 
are being made even for France, 
where the great battle ie sti!l rag- 
ing. Exports to India are showing 
signs of looking up. Banking 
facilities are still far from satis- 
factory—especially for merchants 
in the Far East, who have been 
obtaining an unusual measure of 
support from the banks. In time, 
of course, there is bound to be im- 
provement in this direction. 














Money. 

There is no change in the money 
position,—although all the money 
in Shanghai appears to bo heaping 
together in the banks to the detri 
ment of trade. Both the foreign 
and native banks are chockful of 
money, and in the absence of ex- 
ports there appears to be no means 
of utilizing them. ‘There is, how- 
ever, this consolation, that this ac 
cumulation is not due to any one 
sided trade, imports only. 

Dollars and Sycee. 

Currency in China has had all 
kinds of surprises for the laymen; 
but the present situation is simply 
extraordinary. There is now found 
to be an actual plethora of dollars 
and small coins; and since August 
the Chinese have been melting them 
and converting them into sycee. 
Dollars are very cheap at present, 
in contrast to the position in the 
past, especially during the revolu- 
tion of 1911. That there has been 
a surplus of subsidiary silver coins 
is too well known to need repeti- 
tion: that they have become too 
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many even for the Chinese to adopt 
the drastic method of throwing 
them into the melting pot is ox. 
tainly sign of the times. The 
reasons why dollars are being melt 
ed are that large issues of the pro- 
vineial mints have found no use in 
the market, and as all Chinewe ac 
counts are in taels the present price 
of the dollar is not very conducive 
to ite existence and circulation. 


Cost of Living. 
‘It is inevitable that the war 
should have brought about an in- 
crease in the cost of living 
Tt is also naturel that certain 
classes should be more seriously 
affected by the war than others. 
But, on the whole, the war has 
brought about no very serious 
change for the worse in the local 
‘situation, Trade has -dwindled 
down to small proportions, no 
doubt, and economies have had to 
be adopted in business and private 
life. But, it should not be for 
gotten that a large body of for 
eigners of all nationalities has 
left Shanghai for the home coun- 
tries—in tho caso of Germans to 
Tsingtao. That has certainly car 
ed the situation. Besides, most of 
the local producte are unaffected 
by the war. Tho Chinoso suffer 
because of the stoppage of trade, 
especially of exports. But, in spite 
of the closing of a number cf silk 
filatures, there ia no large body of 
unemployed among the Chinese, All 
signs at present point to improve. 
ment, rather than otherwise.

An epitome of » pamphlet writ- 
ten by him is given in this Me- 
morandum. As a matter of fact, 
there were until last year four dis- 
tinct systems, Murray’s, Hankow, 
Tsingchow and Oriental Braille, in 
use. At the present time a com- 
bination system has been agreed to. 
At the request of the Btitish and 
Foreign and the American Societies, 
who had been requested to print the 
Scriptures in two of the systems, a 
meeting of those concerned was held 
in October 1913. The result was the 
adoption of a new system which is 
now being used by al! schools where 
Mandarin is taught with the excep- 
tion of two in the north. This sys- 
tem is not based on the Romanized 
but on the phonetic of each char- 
acter. The entire gamut of sound 
in Mandarin can be represented by 
fifty-four syllables instead of sixty- 
two. The Institution for the Chin- 
ese Blind in Shanghai established 
by Dr. John Fryer, until recent!y 
of the University of California, 
uses this system with excellent re- 
sults, and books are being prepar- 
ed to meet the growing demand in 
this and other schools throughout 
China. 
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It would be well then if this elab- 
orate system which Sir Walter 
Hillier has so carefully worked out 
and which has been tried locally in 
Peking and elsewhere, could be com- 
bined with the Union Scheme. 
Schools for the blind in 
try are in their incipient state. 
‘The Chinese Government wil! doubt- 
less soon establish such institutions 
of its own, and will be casting 
about for adequate modes of ex- 
pressions and vehicles of thought 
for ite sightless and imbeciles, who 
now swarm in the purlieus of its 
‘cities and eke out a wretched sub- 
stinence by fortune-telling and im- 
morality. By a union of this kind 
the author of thi Memorandum 
and others, who have given so much 
thought and labour to the subject 
and shown a substantial interest in 
philanthrophy in this direction, 
il confer a lasting benefit on Chi- 
na site lessening the clerical work 
and by opening the minds if not the 
eyes of the dependent blind.

PRESS. 


Seditious Literature, 

From time to time, literature of a 
seditious character has appeared in 
the book stalls for sale in spite of 
stringent prohibition and much 
igilance on the part of the author- 
ities, 

Inspector Shih of the &nd sub- 
station of the 3rd Police District 
has just submitted a report to the 
Chief of Chinese Police with regard 
to the contents of a booklet newly 
published and bearing the high-ton- 
ed title of the “ Republican Three- 
Characters Classic.” The style of 
the orthodox classic three-characters 
is adapted with admirable _preci- 
sion. The influence of such a book 
on public minds, as the Inspector 
rightly observes, is far-reaching and 
mischievous in the extreme. The 
inci Revolution of 1911 
amphlet in graphic 
terms, the heroic deeds of the re- 
volutionists being magnified into 
godly achievements; the Manchus 
are reviled mercilessly; while the 
meritorious services rendered by 
many distinguished Chinese to the 
then Government during these 
troublous times, are stigmatized as 
the handiwork of traitors, the Tai- 
ping chiefs being elevated to the 
position of liberators and martyrs. 

But there are contradictions and 
passages of illiteracy, showing that 
the booklet was written by some 
hot-headed, irresponsible, and half- 
educated youth or youths. As such 
@ booklet would usually reach the 
hands of the masses who can barely 
read and understand its false doc- 
trines, it is feared that much harm 
would be done if not suppressed at 
once. Accordingly, the booksellers 
and stalls have been officially warn- 
ed not to sell it. 
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Rebel Women. 
Field-Marshal Feng Kuo-chang of 
Nanking has received a circular 
telegram from the Secretary of 
Btate’s Office as follows:— 

“The General's yamén in Chibli 
reports that recently in Tientsin over 
twenty women rebels have been 
acting in diaguise with a view to 
obtaining military secrets and as- 
sassinating high officials, Their 
conduct excited the suspicion of 
Major-General Hsu of the 6th Divi- 
sion, who sent detectives to spy on 
their movements. They were soon 
found out to be women delegates of 
the rebel party; and as a result of 
a raid made at the Tii-tai Hotel 
on the 2th ultimo, seven women 
‘and five men were arrested, and re- 
volvers, bombs, explosive powders, 
a map of forts and fortifications in 
‘Tientsin and Taku, and a roll-book 
containing names of rebel officers 
‘and records of various military in- 
formation were dicovered. All of 
them confessed their doings quite 
readily and were shot on the 28th 
ultimo. 


Rebel Hsiung Jén Pardoned. 

Some time ago, Admiral Tseng, 
Military Governor of Shanghai, re- 
ceived a petition tom ais BShou- 
pung, explaining is son, 
Heiung Jén, had been ordered to 
leave China for his implication in 
the rebellious movement of last 
year, and that as he was now in 
Japan, admitting his fault and ex- 
pressing deep penitence, he, 
petitioner took the liberty to sub- 
mit a bond guarantecing his son’s 
good behaviour with his own life if 
pardon were granted him. 

Admiral Tseng then rescripted 
that since Hsiung Jén had shown 
repentence and his father had pray- 
ed for pardon, he would forward 
the petition to the Field-Marshal 
with a favourable recommendation 
for mercy, in pursuance of the Pre- 
sidential Mandate of May 3 last; 
and Hsiung Shou-pung was ordered 
to wait for the decision of the Field- 
Marshal. The rescript from Nan- 
king states that in considera 
tion of the declaration solemnly 
made by his father and elder brother 
as to his sincere repentence, a 
lenient view of his case may be 
taken. Hsiung Jén is hereby per- 
mitted to return to Shanghai at 
once and surrender himself for de- 
portation to his native province, 
Hunan, where he shall be handed to 
his family in order that he may be 
kept in strict control in future. 


Meeting of Chapei Citizens. 

The question of extending the 
Settlement to Chapei is evidently 
considered by the Chinese to be not 
yet solved, or to have been solved 
not quite to their satisfaction. 
Upon reading a report in the news- 
papers the other day, setting forth 
the result of investigations made in 
Shanghai by a delegate from the 
Ministry of Foreign Intercourse, 











and upon learning of the extent of 
the area which foreigners are said 
to have demanded for an extension, 
a section of enthusiastic citizens 
of Chapei appear to have been un- 
argue that, 
ion be grant- 
ed, not only the Chinese territory 
and sovereign rights within that 
area will be for ever lost, but the 
peace of the locality and the pro- 
perty of the people will be endanger- 
ed. A meeting of the Chapei citizens 
was accordingly held on November 
8 at the premises of the Charitable 
Institution in Chapei, with Mr. 
Chien Chi-seng as Chairman. 
Having explained the purpose of 
the meeting, the Chairman called 
upon a certain gentleman to address 
those present. The latter said :— 
“Foreigners always criticize our 
police and sanitary measures pre 
paratory to making a demand for an 
extension to their Settlement, not- 
withstanding the fact that robberies, 
murders, bubonic plague and other 
contagious diseases have a’l occurred 
in the Settlement time and again. 
We are not at all sure that the 
police, sanitary and other arrange- 
ments in the foreign settlement 
which suit them will prove equally 
satisfactory to us. There can only 
be very few persons, saturated with 
selfish motives, beside the unpatrio- 
tic land-brokers, who are in favour 
of the proposed extension, because 
they have indulged in land specula- 
tions and their better sense of duty 
vanquished by their sordid desire 
for gain,” ete. 
lly, five resolutions to protest 
against the reported extension of 
the Settlement were passed as fol- 
lows :— 
























(1) That a joint petition against Settle 
‘ment exten igned by all the persons 
present at this meeting, and with a map 





attached, be addressed to the Ministry 
of Foreign Intercourse, the Tsancheng- 
yuan, the Chiangchiin, the Civil Govern 
‘or, the Military Governor. and the Tao- 
yin, separately. 

(2) That 9 map be drawn according to 
the original map of Chapei and the one 
prepared by the S.M.C. 

(8) That Mr. Ci 
stand first in the petition. 

(4) That a letler be addressed to the 
Office of Works, Police and Taxes, re- 

iat the best efforts be made in 
improving js and sanitary con- 
ditions in Chapei in order to deprive the 
foreigners of any pretext for complaint. 

(5) That a Compaoy of Guards be 
organized to assist the Police to preserve 
peace and order in this district, so that 
‘\ strong protest can be made against the 
demand, thereby safeguarding our  ter- 
ritory against encroachment. 


The Painters’ Dispute. 

The dispute between the painters 
in the Settlement and at Nantao 
and their employers with respect to 
the former's demand for an increase 
of wages by 45 cash per day appears: 
to be still unsettled. The master- 
Painters, as it is locally understood, 
are keepers or proprietars of pait 
shops, whilst painters are those 
working with the brush for a living. 
The workmen have demanded higher 
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pay on account of the increased cost 
of living. Their employers have 
agreed to raise the daily wages only 
from 335 to 360, as they have to 
supply their workmen three meals, 
and, together with the wages, every 
man costs his employer already 
something like half a dollar per 
day. They further contend that the 
present is not the time to grant their 
employees any substantial increase 
in wages, as their busines also 
adversely affected by the war in 
Europe; and that it was only two 
years ago (in 1912) that the last in 
crease from 290 cash to 335 cash per 
day was granted by order of the 
authorities, when a proclamation 
was issued by Mr. Moh, the then 
Chief of Police in the city, impress 
ing upon the painters the condition 
that no further increase should be 
agitated for in future. 

‘The report that the painters! 
demand had been acceded to by their 
masters, as stated in the Press, was 
incorrect. * The latter allege that one 
of the master-painters on the Com- 
i i ainters’ Guild 











to the increase as demanded, so it is 
not binding legally. 

Shortly before noon, about a 
hundred or more painters pregented 
themselves at the Prefect’s yamén in 
the city with burning incense in their 
hands, praying for succour. They 
submitted that it was impossible 
for them to live upon the old soale of 
wages. The Prefect persuaded 
them to disperse and present their 
case by delegates in a proper way. 
He advised them to remain quiet, 
for they would only defeat their own 
ends by such rash doings as col- 
lecting together in great numbers 
and going on strike. 

‘The master painters have also sub- 
mitted petitions to the Chinese au- 
thorities, as well as to the Municipal 
Councils and police forces of the 
two settlements, stating their case.

ARTIFICIAL INDIGO.

A Bukharest messags states that 
according to information received 
from Constantinople, owing to ser- 
ious disagreements in the Cabinet, 
Djavid Bey, Minister of Finance, 
Tooruk Machmed, Minister of Pub- 
lie Works, and Oskan Effendi, 
Minister of Posts, have handed in 
their resignations, 

The report of a disagreement 
between the members of the Society 
of Union and Progress is confirmed. 
Under Government pressure the 
Turkish newspapers are severely 
attacking the Powers of the Triple 
Entente and especially Russia, and 
they are trying to kindle the fame 
of fanaticism amongst the Mussul- 
mans. 
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The persecution of Greeks in 
Turkey continues and a large num- 
ber are fleeing the country. 

This persecution is being more 
energetically carried out than pre- 
viously, according to a telegram 
from Salonika, and numbers of 
Greeks have been robbed.

THE NEUTRALITY OF 
RUMANIA. 

A proclamation has been issued

A STIFF FIGHT BETWEEN 

RUSSIANS AND TURKS. 
Peking, Nov. 10. 

The following official telegram 
from the Russian Legation, dated 
Petrograd, November 9, has been 
handed to Reuter’s Agency :— 

On the 7th a Turkish cruiser of 
the Breslau type appeared before 
Poti, » Russian port on the Black 
Sea, and opened fire on the town, 
harbour, lighthouse, and railway 
station. About 100 to 150 shells 
were fired. When the cruiser ap- 
tempted to use her quickfirers 
against our troops the latter replied 
with gun and rifle fire and, after 
the first few shells had hit the 
cruiser, she left hurriedly for Suk- 
hum. Seven Russian soldiers were 
wounded, but none of the inhabitants 
of the town received any injury, 
while the damage done was slight. 

On the 7th two Turkish divisions 
with forty-eight field guns, some 
heavy artillery, and a strong force 
of cavalry advanced towards Ko- 
prikuey, which we had occupied the 
Previous day. The Turkish troops 
attacked with energy, and, despite 
the fact that they were frequently 
repulsed, they continued the attack 
and endeavoured to outflank our 
right wing. Some Cossack artillery 
opened fire on the enemy’s rear and 
the latter being unable to stand 
this crossfire gave way: first the 
left wing, and then the whole front 
retreated. 





THE TRANSFER OF 
TSINGTAO. 
A GENEROUS CONCESSION BY 
THE JAPANESE.

The Admiralty announces that 
after the whereabouts of the Ger 
man cruiser Konigsberg was indicst- 
ed by her attack on H. M8

waters and a thorough and prolong: 
ed search by these vessels, in com- 
bination, was made. On October 
30 the Konigsberg was discovered 
by H. M. 8. Chatham hiding in 
shoal water about six miles up the 
Rufigi river, opposite Mafia island, 
in German East Africa. Owing to 
her greater draught the Chatham 
could not reach the Konigaberg, 
which is probably aground except 
at high water. . 
Part of the crew of the Konige 
berg is landed and entrenched on 
the banks of the river. Both the 
entrenchments and the Konigsberg. 
have been bombarded by the 
Chatham, but owing to a dene 
palm grove it is not possible to es 
timate the damage done.

Yesterday morning news was re- 
ceived that the Emden had arrived 
at Keeling, Cocos Island, and land- 
ed an armed party to destroy the 
Wireless station and out the cable. 
Here she was caught and forced to 
fight by the light cruiser Sydney. 
A sharp action took place in which 
the Sydney suffered a lose of three 
men killed and fifteen wounded. 
The Emden was driven ashore and 
burned. Her losses in personnel are 
Teported to be very heavy. All pos: 
sible assistance is being given to 
the snrvivoss 
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With the exception of the German 
squadron now off the coast of Chile, 
the whole of the Pacific and Indian 
Oceans are now clear of the enemy’s 
men-of-war. 

The Admiralty has sent the follow- 
ing message to the Sydney and the 
Commonwealth Navy Board: Warm- 
est congratulations on the brilliant 
entry of the Australian Navy into 
the War and the signal service 
rendered to the Allied cause and to 
peaceful commerce by the destruc- 
tion of the Emden.

THE COMPLAINT OF ITALY. 

‘Though Austria has replied to 
Italy’s remonstrances on the subject 
‘of unanchored mines, promising to 
give serious attention to the matter 
with a view to preventing a recur- 
rence of disasters to shipping, she 
has not offered any indemnity to the 
families, says the Milan 
correspondent of the “Daily 
Chronicle.” Italy will bring the 
question of indemnity before The 
Hague Tribunal. 

Beside bearing marks that place 
beyond doubt the fact of their manu- 
facture in Austrian arsenals, it is 
quite clear that these diabolical 
devices were not borne toward the 
Italian littoral either by stormy 
weather or by pure chance.

Field- 
Marshal Sir John French and the 
Generals under his command, he 
said, have displayed military quali. 
ties of the highest order and the 
same level of courage and efficiency 
has been maintained throughout all 
ranks. The enemy, also, must 
reckon with the forces of the great 
Dominions, whose vanguard we have 
already welcomed in very fine 
bodies of men. Besides these there 
are training in Great Britain over a 
million and a quarter men who are 
eagerly awaiting the call to take 
their place in the field to sustain the 
credit of the British Army, which 
never stood higher than it’ stands 
to-day. 

ETERNAL JUSTICE. 


The French Ambassador, respond- 
ing to the toast of “Our Allies,” 
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emphasized that when history 
sought for the responsibility for 50 
much bloodshed, these burnings, 
‘these methodical massacres, the re- 
sponsibility would not rest with the 
Allies. Barbariam, raised by dogma 
taught by professors and reinforced 
by science, waa now to all times. 
The Allies believed in eternal justice 
and awaited it decrees with un- 
shakeable confidence. 


THE TASK BEFORE GREAT 
BRITAIN. 

London, Nov. 9. 

Mr. Winston Churchill, First 
Lord of the Admiralty, replying to 
the toast “Our Navy,” at the Lord 
Mayor's banquet at the Guildhall 
ssid that eighty miles away th:

Navy. (Loud cheers). The Navy 
was naturally impationt to strike a 
direct blow, but they must be 
patient; their time would come.

They were 
securing all the seas and trans- 
porting forces, thus offering a tar- 
get incomparably greater than that 
offered by the enemy. Mr. Winston 
Churchill emphasized that the 
economic pressure of the 
blockade would ultimately 
Germany’s doom. Despite our 
losses ths British Navy was stronger 
to-day than it was at the outbreak 
of the war, pauely s in the most 
important branches. 

THE ‘TRIUMPHAL PROGRESS 

OF RUSSIA. 

‘Ths Hon. Mr. A. J. Balfour pro- 
posed the toast of “Our Allies,” 
He said that Japan had given a 
good omen to the Allies by taking 
Tsingtao from those who had flout- 
ed her, He expressed + boundless 
admiration for the triumphal pro- 
gress and remorseless speed with 
which Russia was advancing, and 
said that never would those days 
be forgotten when Great Britain 
and France were fighting side by 
against the common enemy of 
civilization. (Great cheering). Mr. 
Balfour praised the wonderful 
courags displayed by Servia and 
Belgium. 

GREAT SPEECH BY THE 

PRIME MINISTER. 

‘The Prime Minister replying to 
the toast of “His Majesty’s Minis- 
ters” received an ovation on rising. 
Mr. Asquith said that never had 
any Government in our history 
more needed the wholehearted 








confidence and unselfish co-opera-| / 


tion of the community, without dis- 
tinction of party or class. Never 
had that confidence been more un- 
grudgingly expressed; that co- 
operation more generously offered. 
RIDING ROUGHSHOD OVER 
THE WEAK. 

This waa the seventh year in 

succession that he had responded 


for “The Ministers” at the Guild- 
jhall banquet. During that time 
not only our own country, but the 
world outside had experienced 
many strange vicissitudes. It was 
not inappropriate to recall the 
European situation as it presented 
new features, the startling and ar- 
resting significance of which bad 
ben left to time to unfold. First 
was the final annexation of Bosnia 
and Herzegovina, Advantage was 
then taken by Austria, with the 
connivance of another Power, to 
ride roughshod over weaker nation- 
alities and to set aside the public 
law of Europe That was the first, 
though not the most important, 
of the causes which led to the pre 
nt war. 

The other change in the situation 
Europe was the sudden emergence 
in the Ottoman Empire of the 
Young Turk party. They had 
brought about a bloodless revolu- 
tion; they had deposed Sultan 
Abdul Hamid; they had established 
what we all believed to be freedom 
and constitutional government in 
the Ottoman Empire. Never were 
hopes, so sanguinely entertained, 
doomed to a more bitter or complete 
disappointment and, after six years, 
we were reluctantly compelled to 
admit that the “Young Turk” has 
reproduced the vices without either 
the vigour or the versatility of the 
old régime. When the war began 
we made it clear, in conjunction 
with our Allies, to the Turkish 
Government that if they remained 
neutral their Empire should not 
suffer in integrity or authority. 


DISAPPEARANCE OF THE 
TURKISH EMPIRE. 

“The Turkish statesmen, vacillat- 
ing in council from day to day, 
allowed their true interests to be 
undermined by German threats, by 
German gold. They were tempted 
to one futile outrage after another. 
The lawless bombardment of Rus- 
sian open porte, equally with a law- 
less incursion into Egyptian terri- 
tory, continued until the Allies, 
after observing unexampled patience 
in the face of veiled menaces and 
impudent equivocations, were com- 
pelled to yield to the logic of facts 
and to recognize the Turk as an 
open enemy. It is not the Turkish 
people, it is the Ottoman Govern- 
ment that has drawn the sword, and 
I do not hesitate to predict that 
that Government will perish 
by the sword. It is they and 
not we who have rung the 
death knell of the Ottoman Do- 
not only in Europe, but 

With this disappearance 
of Turkey will disappear, as I hope 
and believe, a blight which, for 
generations past, has withered some 
of the fairest regions of the world. 

“We have no quarrel with the 
Mussulman subjects of the Eultan. 
Our Sovereign claims among his 
most loyal subjects millions of men 
of the Moslem faith. Nothing is 
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farther from our thoughts than to 
encourage a crusade against their 
creed and their holy places, and we 
are prepared to defend them, should 
need arise, against all invaders and 
maintain them inviolate; but 
the Turkish Empire las committed 
suicide and dug with its own hands 
its own grave.” 


ECONOMIC QUESTIONS. 

‘Lurmng to financial and economic 
quesuons, sir, Asquith expiamed 
vne measures taken by the Govern 
ment to deal with tbe abnormal 
situation at the beginning of the 
war, He thought tbat tne results 
were very satistactory. Horeign ex- 
changes were working, in the case 
of most countries, quite satistac- 
torily. The Gold Heserves in the 
Bank of England, which amounted 
tw 440,000,000 on July 28 and which 
bad tallen on August 7 to £27,000,000 
now stood at the unprecedented 
figure of £69,000,000. (Cheers.) The 
Central Gold Reserve, after three 
months’ war, amounted to £80,000,- 
000, or almost exactly twice the 
amount at which it stood at the be 
ginning of the crisis, 

Mr. Asquith pointed out that the 
bank rate, after fluctuations, was 
about the level at which it had been 
this time last year. Food prices 
had been kept on a fairly normal 
level and, though trade had beea 
curtailed in “some directions, unem 
ployment had been rather below 
than above the average. In this 
connexion the Premier paid a tri- 
bute to the co-operation of city fin- 
anciers in relieving the situatiog 
and announced that His Majesty 
the King, in recognition of those 
services, had conferred a peerage 
on Mr. Walter Cunliffe, the Govern- 
or of the Bank of England. 


GERMANY REPEATEDLY 
FRUSTRATED. 


Mr. Asquith told his hearers tbat 
they should not be moved unduly by 
the conflicting fortunes of the cam 
paign, which was going to be s long 
struggle. “There is certainly 
nothing,” he said, “in the warfare 
of these hundred days to damp our 
hope, to depress our confidence or 
to impair our resolve. Our enemies 
have tried in turn three separate ob- 
jectives, namely, Paris, Warsaw and 
Calais. From each in turn they have 
retired baulked and frustrated by 
the invincible steadfastness of the 
Allies. But this is not enough. 

“" We shall not sheathe the sword, 
which we have not lightly drawn, 
until Belgium recovers in full mes 
sure more than all that she bas 
sacrificed. (cheers); until France 
has been adequately secured against 
the menace of aggression; until 
rights of the smaller nationalities of 
Europe have been placed on an un- 
assailable foundation; until the 
military domination of Prussia hes 
been fully and finally destroyed. 
(Prolonged cheers.) That is & 
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great task worthy of a great nation. 
Tt means for accomplishment that 
every man among us, old or young, 
rich or poor, busy or Icisured, 
learned or simple, should give what 
he has and do what he can.” (Pro- 
longed cheers.) 

THE SUCCESS OF JAPAN. 

Lord Kitchener, in his speech, 
also said: “To Japan, whos> sailors 
and soldiers victoriously displayed 
their gallantry and fine military 
qualities side by side with our men, 
I wish to testify the admiration, 
respect, and gratitude of their 
comrades of the British army.”

Fund hae presented six motor 
ambulances to the War Office for 
use at the front. Each ambulance 
is mounted on 2 S0-horse power 
chassis and fitted with four stret- 
chers, besides having room for two 
attendants. 


Ma. A. G. Sreraen returned from 
Hongkong at the close of last week 
by the N.Y.K. Aki Maru, and has 
resumed charge of the Hongkong 
and Shanghai Bank.

Tae “L. & O, Express” regrets 
to report that the death took place 
at an early hour on October 5 of 
Mr. Perey A. Angier, who, after 3 
service in the Far East of twenty- 
three years in the Chartered Bank 
of India, Australia, and Chins, 
retired some fifteen months 90 
Mr. Angier was in his usual health 
up to September 30, but an opers- 
tion on the inner ear and for some 
brain symptoms became neossssry 
on October 1. This operation 
though partially successful, did 
not entirely remove the pressure 
from the brain, and he slow'y sank 
without having regained conscious: 
ness, During his service in the 
East Mr. Angier was in Jars 
Sumatra, and Japan, and for the 
lntter part of the time was man 
ger of the branches at  Tienteéin 
and Hankow. He was in bis 49th 
year. 

Tue number of flag officers in 
active employment has naturally 
increased very largely as 3 result 
of the war. The current Navy 
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List shows that of ten Admirals— 
two having retired—only one (Sir 
Berkeley Milne) is not employed, 
while out of 80 Vice and  Rear- 
Admirals only 23 do not hold an 
appointment. The list also shows 
that there are only 14 captains un- 
employed out of 997. Several of 
the 14 have been given commands 
since the Navy List was compiled 
on August 18, and it is reasonable 
to assume that some among the re- 
mainder may have been prevented 
by illness from taking up appoint- 
ments, for which they would as- 
suredly have been anxious. There 
are now no-fewer than 32 sea-going 
vessels serving as flagships, the 
officers who are flying their flags 
afloat including seven Vice-Ad- 
mirals (with Sir John Jellicoe, who 
has the acting rank of Admiral) 
and 9% RearAdmirals. 


A Gexturman who has been tra- 
velling on the same road north- 
wards towards Brussels with the 
German 16.4in. siege guns gives 
some particulars to a correspondent 
ot “The Times.” For their haul- 
ing the two guns need no fewer than 
twenty-six traction engines. Each 
gun is in four pieces, and each piece 
is drawn by three traction engines; 
the spare engines going on ahead to 
be used as helpers up hills. The en- 
gines appear to be in the nature of 
steam rollers, and it may be a com- 
pliment to British engineering that 
of the twenty-six seen all but two 
bore the nameplate of an English 
firm. The guns are in charge of a 
party of 400 German infantry. An 
interesting detail is that as the Ger- 
mans come along they are comman- 
deering every available barrel—oil 
barrels, flour barrels, any kind of 
barrel. One is tempted to suppose 
that the barrels are in some way for 
use in negotiating wet land, wheth- 
er by filling them with cement or 
otherwise. 











FrtortLiroreant Court, who 
is credited with having destroyed 
the Diisseldorf shed, is one of the 
best of the naval airmen. He first 
attracted attention by his fine flying 
on the big biplane bought by the 
Admiralty from the Deutsche Flug- 
zeug Werke, of Leipzig, last year. 
Before taking her over this mach- 
ine, flown by a German pilot, was 
stately when at Brooklands, but 
nothing: more. In Lieutenant Col- 
let’s hands she came suddenly to 
life, and was made to rerform 
startling tricks, To see him descend 
for a thousand feet or so in a close- 
ly-wound spiral, with the machine 
standing vertically on one wing tip, 
was an education in the handling of 
big aeroplanes. Early this year he 
had this machine equipped with a 
huge petrol tank, in place of the 
passenger’s seat, and started from 
Plymouth on a non-stop flight to 
John o’Groats, but was brought 
down by engine trouble at Grimsby 
—a flight which was, and is, the 
British “record” for distance across 


country, and would satisfy most 
people as aday’s trip. Lieutenant 
Collet is » Royal Marine Artillery 
officer. 

‘A Report was made to the Fi 
Brigade late on Wednesday night, 
to the cffect that a fire had broken 
out at No. Al080 Peking Road.

POCKET WIRELESS 
APPARATUS, 

A despatch to “The Times” from 
Rome says that it is reported from 
Aquila that a priest named Do- 
menico Argentieri has invented a 
aystem for receiving messages where- 
by communications may be received 
even in closed rooms.

‘The appar- 
atus is of the simplest description 
and can be carried in one’s pocket.

BAMBOO IN POOTUNG. 

For displaying a quite original 
conception of police duties, four 
members of the Pootung constabu- 
lary appeared on Thureday before 
the Magistrate of that district. Tt 
was related to the Magistrate that 
early on Wednesday morning the four 
policemen chartered a sampan at 
the Bund and crossed to Pootung, 
failing in the important detail of 
paying their fares when they had 
landed, near the River Police hulk. 
Then occurred what is known in 
police parlance aa an “ altercation,” 
and Sgt. Anderson, of the River 
Police, soon appeared on the scene 
to investigate matters, Three of the 
defaulting policemen ran away.

There was 
parley, and in the meantime, other 
native constables came up and ar- 
rested the would-be  belligerents. 
The Magistrate sentenced each of 
the men to fifty blows with * the 
bamboo, and dismissed them from 
the force. 


THE AMERICAN RESERVE 
BANK. 


Now York, Oct. 96. 
The Treasury Department. offi 
cially announced yesterday that the 
newly established Central Reserve 
Bank will be opened to business on 
November 16. At the same time the 
authorities concerned explained : 
“With the opening of this bank, 
tho Treasury Fund of the Gove 
ment will be transferred to this 
bank as much as possible, and be- 
sides the whole of the Government’s: 
revenue will also be deposited in 
this bank, so that the bank can dis- 
charge truly its function as the or- 
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gan of the Government. The $400,- 
(000,000, which have been kept in the 
Treasury as the security for those 
banknotes issued hitherto by te 
national banks, can now be em- 
ployed.” 

The directors of the new bank 
opposed the opening of the bank 
earlier than the end of November, 
but the Government officially an- 
nounced the date for the opening 
of this bank and this will save 
the financial market much suffering 
from the war, especially the money 
markets, suffering from the  pay- 
ment of the debt due to England 
and the raw cotton transactions. 


WEST RIVER PIRATE 
OUTRAGE. 
MANY PERSONS KILLED ON 
‘A BRITISH VESSEL. 

It is reported that Messra. Ban- 
ker & Co., of Wuchow, have re- 
csived an urgent telegram from 
their Nanning office reporting that 
their motor boat Tien Fat tradinj 
between Nanning and Pose has 
been attacked by pirates, resulting 
in the loss of many lives on board, 
including the ship's head compra- 
dore and No. 2 pilot, says the 
“Hongkong Daily Prees”’ of Novem- 
ber 5. 

The telegram does not give much 
detail beyond that “several tens of 
men were killed,” including the 
two members of the ship’s crew as 
above stated, and the ship's cargo 
completely looted, but it is sur- 
mised that the unfortunate vessel 
was on her downward trip from 
Pose to Nanning, and when passing 
a narrow channel about mid-way 
she was fired at from the banks. 
‘The firing must have been directed 
at the wheel-hous> to have caused 
the assistant pilot’s death, and that 
of the compradore, whose room it 
next to the wheel-house. 

‘This is the third piratical attack 
on foreigners and foreign ships re- 
ported to have taken place within 
five weeks in the provino> of 
Kuangsi. 


. JAPANESE JUDICIAL 
CONFERENCE. 


RETRENCHMENT AND 
COMMON.SENSE. 

The Japanese Minister of Justice 
summoned in conference to his off- 
cial quarters on October £6 the Pre- 
sidents and Chief Procurators of 
the Appeal Courts, Addressing the 
assembly, Mr. Ozaki informed them 
that the Government had decided on 
further retrenchments of expendi- 
ture, and that the Judicial Depart- 
ment, like the rest, must, in draw- 
ing up its expenditure account for 
next year, keep this in view and 
keep down expenses accordingly. 
Mr. Ozaki asked his hearers to do 
what. they could individually to 
effect. economies in the working of 
their respective offices.

DEATH BY VIBRATION. 
HOW THE NEW FRENCH GUN 
WORKS. 














Much has been written, and 
probably as much will be  con- 
tradicted, about the new — French 
gun and its deadly and weird effect 
upon the enemy who come within 
range of its shells. 

We learn upon good authority 
that the principle of the weapon 
is not that of scattering deadly 
fumes from bursting shells, such 
fumes as cause instantaneous death 
and hold the bodies of soldiers ex- 
actly in their attitude at the mo- 
ment of death. The new shell 
brings another force into play— 
vibration. Soldiers who may be 
at the point where the shell bursts 
are blown to pieces, and all who 
may bs within a radius of fifty 
yards succumb to an inconceivably 
intense vibration set ip by the 
bursting of the shell. 

‘The gun at present in use is a 
modification of one which has long 
been the subject of experiment. 
‘The first model made was mounted 
in a fort, and fired electrically from 
a distance, it being known that the 
tremendous concussion set up by 
its discharge would be dangerous, 
if not fatal, to the gunners. Sheep 
were placed inside the fort, and 
thes: were found dead after the 
gun had been fired by electrical 
contact. This was one of a number 
of experiments tried beforé — the 
model now in uee was generally 
adopted. 

The story of “deadly fumes” 
annihilating whole companies of 
men doubtizss an exaggeration. 
@he probable explanation is that 
men who come closely within the 
radius of the bursting shells may 
suffer a sudden paralysis dus to the 
intensity of the explosion. 


AMERICA & GERMAN 
CRITICS. 

The destruction of Reims Cathe- 
dral does not seem to have met with 
more sympathy in America than did 
the burning of Louvain. The New 
York “Evening Sun” writes:— 
“There is one thing that every art 
lover in the world must now hope 
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for, and that is that, having des- 
troyed Reims Cathedral, German 
culture will not be permitted to 
remain in Champagne long enough 
to restore it. One tragedy is 
enough.” “ Public 
Ledger" has some very trenchant 
observations, the tenour of which is 
sufficiently indicated by the head- 
ing of the article, “ Reims and the 
New Barbarism."””

APPALLING WEATHER 
CHANGES AT MUKDEN. 


RESULTS OF FROST ON RAIN. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 
Mukden, Nov. 3 

The autumn in southern Mat 
churia lingered on and the people 
delayed their usual preparations for 
cold weather, by leaving their vest 
tables, ete., in the ground or expo 
ed to the elements, The trees largely 
forgot to shed their leaves and, 
strangest of all, the wild geese bare 
hardly been seen or heard until this 
morning. Two nighte ago it came 
‘on a steady warm south-west rail, 
then the wind veered north-east and 
all the rain drops froze on anything 
which intercepted them, but tho 
that reached the ground did not 
freeze. The telegraph and other 
wires had increased in diameter to 
about an inch or more of solid 
ice. Then snap went pole after 
pole and the city and district is a 
though it had been bombarded, with 
poles and wires down in all dire 
tions. 

The worst sight is along the 
tramline towards the 8.M.R. station 
where the local telephone polet 
bearing their hundred or more wires 
on each, are nearly all lying seross 
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the tram line and stopping all traffic. 
In the city the condition is serious 
as houses are injured and a tangle 
of wires is everywhere. Trees are 
fallen and their green branches, 
heavily laden with almost tons of 
clear ice, are split off and badly 
injured. | As I write, after forty 
hours of downpour, such as des- 
cribed, it is raining frozen water, 
not snow, but ice. The streets are 
in an awful state, the macadamized 
roads, breaking up into great holes 
of mud, as though there are springs 
‘beneath forcing their way through. 

All farm produce is stored in the 
open, as it is usually fine at this 
season, and although the stacks 
may not harm, or would not in an 
ordinary season, this has been so 
damp that all is not nearly dry or 
well harvested, and now it will be 
almost impossible for the threshing 
floors to dry, until the severe frost 
freezes moisture out. 

The damage to firs and pines is 
almost worse than to other trees. 
The traffic by carts of produce must 
be badly hindered for a long time. 

Later—We have now a howling 
blizzard and a great downpour of 
frozen rain. 


SERIOUS FIRE IN 
HONGKEW. 


FINE WORK BY THE BRIGADE. 

A fire, which quickly grew to al 
considerable size, broke out at a) 
Japanese cotton mill m Wuchow 
Road early on the 6th instant, and| 
was not extinguished until four 
hours hard work had been put in 
by the Fire Brigade. The call was 
received shortly after half-past 
two, the Hongkew bell tower re- 
porting a fire in the direction of 
East Yalu Road. At the time the 
message was received, the glare| 
could be seen from the Central 
Station—the Brigade receiving a 
very late call. It was difficult to 
get to the fire, as tho premises were 
off the very narrow portion of Wu- 
chow Road, and, to make matters) 
more complicated, the nearest hy- 
drant was about 1,200 ft, distant, 
and the heavy gear of the Brigad: 
was hindered by the un-made and 
narrow roads. 

It was found that » number of 
small houses, with  inter-com- 
munication between each, which 
were used as a cotton carding and 
cleaning mill, were in flames, with 
the fire making rapid headway in a 
northerly direction, No. 2 company 
got to work from a hydrant near 
the corner of East Yuhang and. 
Dixwell Roads, but the men were, 
handicapped by having to work 
from such a long line of hose, as 
were also the Nos. 1 and 4 com- 
panies, who were working from the 
motor pump, drawing water from 
the Bawgin Creek. Owing to the 
‘buildings being wood-fronted and the 
quantity of loose cotton in the mill, 
together with the inadequate water 
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supply, the Brigade were con- 
fronted by a difficult task, but by 
strenuous efforts they held the fre 
and finally surrounded and checked 
it. Tt was one of the hardest fires 
which the Brigade has had to tackle 
for a long time. 

The mill, which was insured for 
Tis. 16,000, was totally destroyed, 
as also were Nos. E. A564-572, ter- 
races of very small Chinese houses. 
No, E. A 605, a large Chinese hong, 
was very badly damaged, while 
Nos. 690 and 892 were badly da- 
maged, and Nos. 513 and 563 were 
slightly damaged. It was only by, 
the good work of the Brigade that: 
a large conflagration was averted. 
No. 1 company did excellent 
service, working from the Sawgin 
Creek.

decide then is this: did the Council 
by their agents so far authorize 
this scheme before its erection, 
that they ought to make good 
the cost of its alteration. The 
onus of proving that the scheme was 
so approved falls upon Mr. Cooper; 
and he has entirely failed to dis- 
charge it. No plan of what was to 
be done ever in fact reached the 
Council or any of its officers. Mr. 
Cooper deposed that at an interview 
he had with Mr. Leveson on March 
16, the latter said: “go ahead and 
do anything you like.” Mr. Leveson 
denies this, but if he had used some 
such expression, that would not 
have relieved Mr. Cooper from the 
responsibility of getting his scheme 
passed by the Couneil’s experts as 
safe from the point of view of fire 
or panic. No responsible person 
knew on behalf of the Council what 
Mr. Cooper intended to erect in the 
Town Hall until the Municipal 
Engineer and the Fire Officer _con- 
demned what they saw erected on 
the evening of Monday, April 13. 
Judgement for plaintiff on the 
claim, and for defendant on the 
counterclaim, with costs.
